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A BALLOT BUT NO CHOICE

THE REPUBLICAN CONVENTION 
BEGINS ITS WORK. 
GEN. HUSTED PERMANENT CHAIRMAN— 
CARR LEADING BUT FAR FROM A NOMI- 


NATION—SPERCHES AND INCIDENTS, 
SaraToeA, Sept. 22.—If the general drift 


ef opinion and many strong signs can be 
depended upon to-night the candidate 
of the Republican Convention will be 


Ira Davenport, of Steuben. Before the 


vote was taken in the convention 
to-day few delerates would have been willing 
to believe that this would bethe outcome. Even 
now the friends of several of the other candi- 
Gates are unwilling to believe that he 
can gain 3 sufficient number of votes 
to get the nomination. The advocates 
of the selection of Mr. Cornelius N. 
Bliss dispute the assertion of the Davenport 
men that their candidate is bound to capture 
the convention. They are very confident that 
Mr. Bliss will rapidly increase his yote when can- 
didates like Dr. Swinburne, Gen. Seward, Mr. 
Drexel, and the otiiers who received small votes 
are dropped. “Itisa fight between Davenport 
and Bliss,” is a common assertion. Gen. Carr, 
on the first ballot to-morrow, will possibly re- 
ceive 20 more votes than he did to-day, 
making 225. It is conceded by some of the 
men who have stood by ex-Goy. Cornell in 
the hope that he might be nominated that Mr. 
Warren will get 150 votes, but no more. Dr. 
Swinburne, who had 32 votes, will get the 
Albany vote on the next ballot, after 
which it will scatter. Some of it is 
expected to go to Warren and some to 
Davenport, although it would surprise no one 
to see it all thrown for Davenport. The contest 
to-morrow is not expected to be a long one. 
Two ballots, or three at the utmost, are re- 
garced as enough to secure a candidate for Gov- 
ernor. 

Gov. Cornell’s candidacy is not hopeful to- 
night. For reasons best known to themselves 
he and his friends decided not to per- 
mit his name to be put in nomination 
formally, but to let the ballot tell how 
much the convention desired to take him 
up. He had many votes that he could have 
commanded, but it was decided that they should. 
be distributed among other candidates for a 
time. There were Cornell votes cast for Gen. 
Carr, 20 of them tor Gen. Sew- 
ard, and a large number of them 
for Davenport. Mr. Davenport developed 
unexpected strength. The Cornell men regarded 
his vote of 105 with something like dismay, 
which may have been mere dissembling, 
for the report is abroad to-night that 
Mr. Corneli’s candidacy was begun and 
carried with just this objectin view. This re- 
port may hurt Mr. Davenport by concentrating 
opposition upon a candidate agreeable to the 
Arthur-Warren peopie. It is not believed for 
an instant that this can be Gen. Carr or Mr. 
Warren. Mr. Bliss is the candidate to whom the 
Warren men naturally incline, but in the west- 
ern part of the State Mr. Davenport, who is 
personally unobjectionable in all sections, is 
a very attractive candidate. The willingness 
to go to Mr, Bliss is restrained by the fact that 
the Phillips bolt of last Fall might endanger his 
election if he got the nomination. 

The chance of a fight to close orto force a 
union on some new manis considered improb- 
able, but the hopetuiness of the Davenport 
menis encouraged by the very friendly man- 
ner with which his possible nomination 
is discussed. He has notan enemy in the con- 
vention; his nomination would reopen 
no old sores or renew any old. dis- 
putes. Should the New-York City men 
unite on Bliss the casting of the solid 
vote of 115 delegates might determine the action 
of a convention which has been, and is now, dis- 
posed to accept the choice of New-York City.

THE CONVENTION AT ITS WORK. 

There were no crowds about the hotels 
very early this morning. Late conferences and 
the curiosity that awaited the results of the 
meeting of the New-York men kept everybody 
up late last night. and it was not until the 
Swinburne men from Albany, including the 
Grant Club, with banners and transpar- 
encies, not to speak of two brass bands, 
marched up from the railroad station 
avd along the principal streets 1,500 strone, 
that the delegates rushed from their beds, and, 
after hurried breakfasts, made their appearance 
on the streets. The Swinburne parade must 
have cost a good deal of money. It was a very 
creditable turnout, the men being well dressed 
and baring themselves in an orderly manner. 
While they were marching up and down and 
cheering as they passed Congress Hall, Dr. 
Swinburue’s headquarters, the politicians and 
delegates were endeavoring to find out 
ir any change had taken place in 
the situation over night. Everything still 
remained in the same state of unfathomable 
mystery that it did at midnight. Good feeling 
still prevailed, and the purpose that has ani- 
mated the great body of delegates of selecting a 
candidate acceptable for the largest number 
had not diminished. There were some meetings 
of district delegations, and there was talk of the 
vote in Kings County, in which Gen, Carr had 
developed a strength of 21 votes, as the dele- 
gates began to swarm toward the Casino, a short 
distance behind Congress Hall. 

Into a rectangular building, whose naked 
rafters were only partially concealed beneath 
hundreds of Japanese umbrellas, and trom 
whose wooden ceiling depended scores of paper 
lanterns, drifted the delegates to the conven- 
tion this noon. Half way down one side was 
the platform decked with bunting. Behind the 
Chairman’s desk was the green flag of Ireland, 
and above all the colored display of miniature 
flags was a heavily draped frame containing a 
portrait of Gen. U.S. Grant. On the opposite 
side of the rink, now converted into a very re- 
spectable convention hall, was a balcony on 
which were the members of the Troy band, a 
body of musicians about equally divided in their 
enthusiasm for Gen. Carr and their devotion to 
their instruments. Between the baicony and 
the platform was a space of three tiers of seats 
reserved for the delegates composing 
this ‘*Peopie’s Convention.” At either 
siae were the _ seats for spectators, 
2,500 of whom were crowded upon the floor, and 
who, together with the delegates, constituted an 
audience of about 3,500 persons. The hail is cer- 
tainly a great improvement upon the old Town 
Hall for the uses to which it is being put 
this week. It is lighted with electric- 
ity, has dozens of big windows, and 
being only about haifadozen feet above the 
level of the ground, the fioor is readily reached 
from the street. The delegates were amused 
with the notice displayed in large black letters 
on one of the walls: *“*Skate slow,” and the idea 
was immediateiy appropriated as a timely re- 
minder of the course to be followed by the con- 
vention. 

The delegations were ranged by counties in 
alphabetical order. Albany, Queens, West- 
chester, and New-York were the four corner 
pieces in the rectangular inclosure. Of course 
Aibany’s representatives included members of 
the coterie of leaders who have always directed 
Republican politics in that quarrelsome coun- 
ty. ‘They were divided, as has beén the 
custom of late years. John F.. Smyth 
moved into his corner, rolling like 
a sailor who has not yet lost his sealegs. An- 
drew S. Draper fuxtively watched the old man's 
movements from a seatinthe aisle. Upon all 
other subjects save one—the nomination of 
Dr. Joho Swinburne—the Albanians are 
hopelessly divided. In the front row of 
the middle tier sat the Herkimer delegates, 
with Senator Warner Milier at their head. 
Mr. Miller had devoted a large share of the 
previous night to the preparation of his speech. 


Harmony was personified when Sheridan Shook 
and Henry G. Leask came in together chatting 
good-naturediy. Leslie W. Russell sat at the 


end of one row of St. Lawrence delegates and A. 
B. Hepburn at the other. Between them 
were George Gleason, only partially recov- 
ered trom the effects of his protract- 


ed struggle to prevent the renomina- 
tion of Gen, Curtis; Abel Godard, with a 
single wisp of hair on the front of his bald pate; 


and the canny Ogdensburg editor and Speaker, 
Erwin. ir. rwin has men canvassing the dele- 
gates from rural districts for support in the 
Speakership contest, into which he proposes to 
enter next January. His triends say he has 
already captured two pledged votes, Ex-Sena- 
tor Woodin sat among his Cayuga delegates 
with Congressman Payne, John N. Knapp, Clint 
McDougall, and ex-Assembiyman Noyes, the 
nucieus of Gen. Seward’s strength. Louis F. 
Payn, carrying a brand-new beaver, picked bis 
Way toward the Columbia deleyvation. The 
sharp-featured Kilburn led the Franklin delega- 
tion to its corner, and behind them came C. 
Walsingham Mead in full sail for the New-York 
crowd. The Troy delegates, all wearing white 
badges, were marshaled by Editor Kisselburg. The 
Erie delegates, wearing the blue Warren badges, 
tramped solidly down theaisie. Jefferson hov- 
ered behind Herkimer, its conspicuous figures 
being Editor Skinner, Senator Lansing, 
Richard Murry and Sidney Cooper. The dele- 
gate witha Jimpand shirt collar of the Spinola 
order of architecture was ex-Congressman Van 
Voorhis, of Rochester. The leader of the Mon- 
roe delegation, H. H. Warner, somewhat resem- 
bies Warner Miller in fi- ure. He wears his Prince 
Albert closely buttoned,a habit which the Senator 
bas never acquired. The hutchet features of 
the delegate with Edward Mitchell were those 
ot Col. George Bliss, and the clerical figure who 
came in behind them wasthat of William Wal- 
dort Astor, who bas not infrequently been mis- 
taken for Mr. Mitchell. The gentleman with a 
wad of hair struggling down over his forehead 
and witha ten-inch Dutchtown cigar between 
his teeth was none other than Mr. Jakey 
Worth, of Brooklyn. Corp. Tanner stumped 
in with the Brooklynites, prepared to indorse 
the nomination of Ira Davenport. Ex-Gov. 
Cornell was in his seat with John Simpson at his 
side before it became known that he was in the 
building. The ex-Governor’s interest in Mr, 
Davenport’s canvass begins to attract attention. 
Senator Vedder's attention has been so absorbed 
by his canvass for renomination that he wore 
his white hat up to Saratoga, and a people 
re) scrupulously exact in their regard 
for the; seasons as the Saratogians have won- 
dered when he proposes to call it in, Lo Sese 
sions sat bolt upright in the Chautauqua delega- 
tion, his faultiess toilet in marked contrast with 
the homespun of his neighbors. The Bishop is 
the new title which the politicians have be- 
stowed upon him. A delegate with the hair, bat, 
and figure of Buffalo William pre-empted a seat 
near the Cayuga delegates. 

Judge Robertson and Gen. Husted came in 
from the meeting of Westchester delegates, where 
after resolving thatthey would not be stamped 
upon in the convention, they had, upon the 
Judge’s motion, re-elected the General to the 
State Committee. In the audience sat Judge 
Hilton and a party of ladies. Senator Dennis 
McCarthy watched the proceedings also as 
an outsider. The Trojans, who came up to 
work and talk for Gen. Carr, bad good seats, 
and the workingmen, who paraded and shouted 
tor Dr. Swinburne, filled up one end of the hall. 
While scores of familiar faces were in the dele- 

ates’ seats, there were more scores of men who 

ave never participated in a convention than 
were ever seen Onsuchanoccasion. They werea 
tine-looking body of men—the best that has ap- 
peared in a Republican convention in years, 
They appeared to be men of discretion and 
judgment, with nothing about them to suggest 
that they could be more readily stampeded than 
a convention of the old machine regulars. 

A little after 12 o’clock the Chairman of the 
State Committee, James D. Warren, rapped the 
convention to order,and the Chaplain of the 
State Senate, the Rev. Mr. Leach, opened the 
proceedings with prayer. Clerk Vrooman was 
about to enter upon the long and monotonous 
roli-call when Gen, Husted suggested that 
the call be by counties, any substi- 
tutions or corrections in the hst  pre- 
viously furnished the State Committee 
to be announced by the Chairmen of the county 
delegations. At the suggestion of Edward 
Mitchell the roll was ordered to be called b 
Assembly districts, and in this way a call whic 
in the old-fashioned way would have lasted 
three-quarters of an hour was shortened 
to 15 minutes and was comp'eted  with- 
out the slightest confusion. This was an 
improvement and a demonstration as 
weil, that a large convention is by no means so 
je difficult to handle on a roll-call as has been gen- 
eraliy supposed. The Saratoga delegates, it was 
announced, had amicably settled their differ- 
ences, and were willing to remain in the conven- 
tion with a haif vote each for the contestants 
and for those who claimed to be regular. The 
announcement was received with applause. 

Mr. Warren reported that the State Committee 
had unanimously agreed to present the name of 
Senator Warner Miller for temporary Chairman, 
and be appointed ex-Gov. Alonzo B. Cornell and 
ex-Senator Elbridge G. Lapham a committee to 
conduct him to the chair. The two men met in the 
aisle, exchanged cordial greetings, and accompa- 
nied Mr. Miller tothe platform amid theappiause 
ot the convention. In his speech Mr. Miller de- 
fined the issues of the canvass, and sounded 
what isexpected to prove the keynote of the 
campaign. He called attention to the fact that 
the Republican Party of the State of “New-York 
for the first time in 25 years was confronted by 
both the Federal and State Governments in 
the hands of the Democracy. The future gen- 
erations of the heroes of the late war, he said, 
would be placedj alongside of the revolutionary 
heroes of our first period. He advocated rigid 
adherence to the protection of American indus- 
tries and the American laborer. *“* When we 
turned over to the opposition the civil 
service of the Government,”’ he said, ** no bet- 
ter civil service existed underjthe sun.” Refer- 
ring to the political complexion of the Southern 
States, Mr. Miller maintained that throughout 
the length and breadth of that land there was 
not to be found a single Government which 
holds the reins of Government by the will 
of the people. The Republicans, he said, 
to prove this statement, only asked for 
a fair field and a fair fight. Continu- 
ing, in reference to alleged illegal balloting, 
in the South he said the men who have man- 
aged the polls in that section would not continue 
to do tke work without pay. The silver and 
tariff laws were briefiy aliuded to, and the 
speaker maintained that they were raised princi- 
pally for political purposes. Upon the 
question of the civil service of the Govern- 
ment, he said the Republican Party had 
put the law into practical use and were com- 
mitted to it. He would suggest, however, that 
the Civil Service Commissioners be ut once sum- 
moned together and directed to add a clause 
providing that ‘all jail birds and _ ex- 
convicts are forbidden to _ hold _ office.” 
This, he thought, would greatly relieve the 
President of the United States. He closed by 
thanking the convention for the honor bestowed 
upon him, and predicting that should the good 
will which has been manifested here to-day con- 
tinue when the delegates return to their homes 
a = victory would be achieved in November 
next. 

He was frequently interrupted by applause. 
Especially was it emphatic when he spoke of the 
policy which had granted liberal pensions and 
which would protect American industries. His 
reterence to Gen. Grant’s views upon sectional 
differences and his declaration that the old com- 
mander’s “sentiments have met a cordial re- 
sponse in the heart of every soldier and Re- 
publican” were received with prolonged cheers. 
At the conclusion of Mr. Miller’s speech Messrs. 
Vrooman, Chickering, and Stearns were appoint- 
ed clerks, and the committees were appointed as 
follows, each committee composed of one mem- 
ber from each Congressional district—another 
innovation, by the way, for heretofore they have 
been appointed from Judicial districts and have 
been composed of only about half as many mem- 
bers. The committees are as follows:

Mrs Husted took the platform and explained 
the features of the rule which it was deemed 
wise toadopt. Chief of these is that borrowed 
from the procedure of national conventions. 
whicb prevents the changing of votes during a 
roll call and which checks any tendency toward 
astampede. These changes, together witk tie 











rules of the Assembly, were adopted, and the 
convention, being now in working shape, wok 
& recess until 4:30 o'clock.

THE AFTERNOON WORK. 
The delegates were slow in reassembling 
after the recess. As they straggled down to the 
convention hall they found the doors surrounded 


by Swinburne men wearing the portrait of the 
Albany doctor on their coats and imploring to 


be letin. They got in and filled upa section of 
the hall near the door, prepared to make a noise 
at the proper time. Darkness had settled over 
the interior of the gayly decorated convention 


hall. A few gas jets were buining dimly 
as the delegates flocked into their seats 


and the crowds of lady visitors were. being 
ushered politely to places by the badged mem- 
bers of the Lincoln Club, of Saratoga. The band 
in the little elevated stand opposite the platform 


played a string of national airs, and then two 


or three other more or less lively tunes, so that 


it was nearly 5 o’clock before Senator Miller 
rapped for order. 

The Committee on Credentials were ready with 
their report, and Gen. Sharpe presented it 
promptiy. The contest in Albany County was 
the only one of interest before the committee, 
and an effort had been made to get 
rid of them in such a way as to 
leave no rankling. Inthe First District it was 
recommended by a vote of 17 to lbin the com- 
mittee that the Bentley delegation, which had 
seats on the floor, should not retain their seats, 
but that the Smythe delegates, who contest- 
ed, should be seated. This report was adopted 

y the convention. [mn the case of the Second 
District an opposite decision was reached, seat- 
ing the Bentley-Draper men, with Mr. Burlin- 
game at their bead. Senator Woodin came to 
the front as a harmonizer at this junct- 
ure. He regretted that the committee 
had called upon the convention to settle 
this matter. Hedid not know when he had 
come to a convention so disposed to heal up old 
sores, and he wished to see the disposition 
to convalescence encouraged. In order 

out matters, he proposed that 
delegations from the Second 
Aibany District be admitted to seats 
with half a vote to each delegate. Judge A. S. 
Draper would not listen to this proposition, ar- 
uing eloquently that his delegates, having been 
airly elected, should have the seats. Mr. Bur- 
lingame opposed, Mr. Draper, but he did not 
convince the convention, although he ac- 
cused his opponents of corrupt practices 
and of having elected their delegates by Demo- 
cratic help. The speeches of the two men 
justify the impression that politics are 
very rotten in Albany. Gen. Sharpe made 
the closing argument. While he was speaking 
he said that men who came before the commit- 
tee had done so to defend their honor, which 
was assailed by the charge that they were Demo- 
crats. The only reason for suspecting that 
they were Democrats was that they 
had such rmames, and Gen. Sharpe said 
that the time had gone by when that fact was to 
be regarded as prima facie evidence of the de- 
mocracy of aman. The report of the commit- 
tee was adopted unanimously. and the Draper 
men of the Second District took their seats, 

Representative Nutting, of Oswego, Chairman 
of the Committee on Permanent Orranization, 
reported the selection of Gen. James W. Husted 
for permanent Chairman, and ** the Bald Eagle 
of Westchester” was escorted to the chair , 
Mr. Nutting and Mr. Oscar E. L. Pitts. Very 
proud was the Westchester delegate as he 
advanced to the front and made his 
bow. A long-cherished ambition had been grat- 
ified. After many years of waiting he was 
authorized to exercise his admirable skill as the 
presiding officer of one of the party’s conven- 
tions, and his face glowed with satisfaction as 
he went on tospeak. His speech was as follows: 

GENTLEMEN OF THE CONVENTION: I thank you for 
the honor conferred, and will discharge to the best of 
my ability the duties of the chair with impartiality and 
Tuirness. Your Committee on Resolutions will pres- 
ently report a platform of principles, which will be the 
political chart in the pending canvass. In considera- 
tion of that fact and of the admirable address ot your 
distinguished temporary Chairman, I feel it beyond my 
part to voice even indirectly the views which you your- 
selves 80 soon will be called upon to express. Suftice 
it to say that the great party which saved the Union will 
insist that the principles which guided it in the hour of 
veril will be hereafter as heretofore recognized as the 
key and cornerstone of the arch of national safety. 
Honest money, an honest ballot, an honest count, and 
protection to every form of American industry will be 

orever the cardinal doctrines of the Republican 
Party. [Applause.}] We stand to-day on hallowed 
eae On yonder mountain, in sight of that historic 
attie hill where the Continental soldiers won the vic- 
tory that made the Nation died the great Cuptain 
who by his prowess and his skill saved for 
all time what the Continental soldier had gained. 
The whole world wept at his bier, the whole people 
of America mingled their tears of sympathy with those 
of his loving household, and poured into their bleeding 
hearts the balm of consolation. But though dead, he 
yet liveth. For his memory is enshrined in the grate- 
ful hearts of hisbereaved countrymen. Soldier, states- 
man, )atriot, sage, one of the few, the immortal! names 
tuat were not born to die. Under the shadow of that 
grand name we meet here to-day to renew our fidelity 
to principles for which he fought and to fight it out 
ourseives on that line until the leaves fall in Novem- 
ber. [Applause.] Gentlemen, again thanking you tor 
your courtesy and regard, l await the further pleasure 
of the convention, 

The Secretaries who had served during the 
temporary organization were reappointed and a 
long list of Vice-Presidents was announced, and 
then the convention went at its work. 
Mr. Maddox, of Kings, peg | if nomina- 
tions were in order, aroused all the delegates 
who were anxious for a ballot, as well as those 
who were determined to postpone one if possi- 
ble. *“‘Nominations are now in order,” de- 
cided Chairman Husted, as he calmly leaned 
upou his gavel. Senator Miller, sitting in the 
very front, moved to now proceed with nomina- 
tions. Ex-Assemblyman Parker, of Cayuga, 
reflecting the wishes of the beward men, 
who wanted more time to cultivate a boom, 
inquired whether it would not be better to put a 
man on a piatform ratber than a platform on 
aman, This inquiry was not directly an- 
swered, and presently, after some fencing, 
the convention decided to go on and nominate. 
Mr. John B. Dutcher, of Dutchess, wanted 
to have the roll of counties called so that each 
county in its order should present its 
man. This plan was opposed by  Dele- 
gate Parker, of Cayuga, who preferred 
what he called the old-fashioned way, 
in which each man who desired to name a 
candidate came forward and presented him. He 
provoked laughter by his quaint speeches and 
convinced by his argument. he convention 
decided not to cail the roll by counties, Assem- 
bly districts, or Congressional! districts, and con- 
cluded by ordering the “ old-fashioned” method 
to prevail. 

A tew moments of hesitation, no forward 
movement by the friends of the candidates, and 
then a slender figure, clad in black, ascendea 
the platform. It was Assemblyman C. D. Baker 
of Steuben, who came to present a young Re- 
publican candidate. He had come well pre- 
pared, gifted with positive oratorical powers, 
and with an excellent subject to inspire terms 
of praise. Candidates seldom have the good for- 
tune to be so admiribly presented as Mr. Baker 
offered the name of Ira Davenport to this con- 
vention. He dwelt affectionately and perhaps 
a little too long over the_ spotless lite 
and bright political record of Mr. Davenport. 
His speech abounded in good praises, one of 
which, asserting that Davenport was “* notsum- 
moned from the unbroken shadows of ob- 
scurity,’’ was greeted with cordial recognition. 
He hit palpably at Gov. Hill when be declared 
that if nominated and elected Mr. Davenport 
would not bea reformer on platforms, at fune- 
rals, or at county fairs. 

The gaunt form of Assemblyman Lucas IL, 
Van Allen, of the Seventh New-York District, 
took the piace of Col. Baker when the generous 
applause for Mr. Davenport had died away. His 
apeech nominating the Hon. Levi P. Morton was 
nota happy one, nor did it evoke any enthusi- 
asm. 

The Carr men cheered when Major Denison, 
who had been taken into the Rensselaer delega- 
tion for the purpose, rose to speak for Gen. Carr. 
Major Denison spoke very earnestly, in a voice 
having a slight trace of Scotch in it, as he held 
up the career of Gen. Carr as a soldier and 
civilian. The band interrupted him to play 
“The Battle Cry of Freedom,” and perhaps dis- 
concerted him, for his speech fell far short of 
that in which Davenport had jbeen an- 
nounced as a candidate. Ex-State Senator 
Sewell, of New-York, seconded Gen. Carr’s 
nomination. Both of the speeches for the 
popular Secretary of State were very cordially 
applauded, the visitors from Troy and else- 
where, who formed a large part of the audience, 
doing quite as well as could have been expected 
of them. The Troy band that had played at the 
head of the Carr procession burst out with 
**Marching Through Georgia,” and there were 
more soldier cheers as Mr. Sewell finished. 

Next came a bright-eyed andj clear-voiced 
delegate from Erie County. There was no mys- 
tery about his speech and before he had named 
sturdy James D. Warren, the blue-badged dele- 
gates and their triends were cheering Mr. 
Warren’s name with great warmth. The 
assurances from Mr. Hatch that Mr. 
Warren would unite all factions were 
pleasing. Few delegates were prepared 
to believe that they were entirely sound. ‘here 
was no lack of applause as Mr. Hatch made his 
points, among them being some _ compli- 
mentary allusions to Mr. Warren’s jour- 
nalistic ability and enterprise. While he spoke 
the uneasy crowds from Albany and Troy 
shouted from the ends of the hall **Swinburne,” 
“Swinburne,” until Gen. Husted rapped:them to 
order with a touch oft the gavel. Mr. 
Hatch alluded pointedly to the efforts 
made at Chicago by Mr. Warren to se- 
cure the nomination of Gen. Arthur 
and his subsequent hard work for Mr. Blaine. 
No man in the party, he said, was more loyal 
and better deserved nomination. Another 
ground upon which Mr. Warren’s nomina- 
tion wa3 asked was that Erie County had 
been waiting 24 years for recognition. If this 
nomination were given to it it would givea Re- 
publican majority of 10,000. The Warren men 
cheered long and !ustily when Mr. Hatch wound 
up his speech. 

As Judge A. 8. Draper, of Albany, came upon 
the platform the ardor of the Swinburas men, 
waich had iong been pent up, broke forth in loud 





but machine-like cheers, Again Gen. Husted 
raised his gavel, let it drop and waitedjfor silence, 


Just then the band brokefforth with the * Red, 


White, and Blue,” and Mr. Draper had to wait 
before he could go on to ask that the conven- 
tion should nominate a candidate tor whom the 
Albany delegation were unanimous. Laughter 
followed his argument that any man upon whom 
the Albany delegation could be united must be 
a safe man to nominate. Then he went intoa 


somewhat minute account of Dr. Swinburne’s 
honorable career in medicine and politics, dwell- 
ing upon the surgical details, and particu. 


larly the fact that the doctor is 
posed to amputation in cases of 
fracture. The Swinburne crowd in the corner 
near the door, and all along the sides of the hall, 
yelled wildly at the close of Mr. Draper's 
epee, giving abundant return of gratitude for 
the free excursion they had had from Albany 


to Saratoga. Mr. Burlingame, who had but a 
moment before been engaged in a controversy 
with Mr. Draper over the admission of the dele- 
gaticn of which he was a member, followed Mr. 

raper inZseconding Dr. Swinburne’s nomina- 
tion. His speech was not so good a one as that 
of Mr. Draper, but it was full of assertions of 
Dr. Swinburne’s sure election if nominated. 

There was a shout from another crowd near 
the door as Senator Arkell, of New-Jersey, lett 
his place and climbed upon the stage. The nom- 
ination of Mr. Drexel was imminent. Mr. Ar- 
kell, referring pleasantly to the paradoxical 
character of the men who had been named, 
said he had to offer the name of a man 
of flesh and blood. He excited a laugh when he 
described his choice asa man of “ poor but re- 
spectable parents,” who was “born just as 
any other man is born.” He indulged in 
quaint, poetical, and Scriptural compari- 
sons and quotations, which repeatedly 
aroused the _ risibilities of the convention 
and audience. With earnestness and 
considerable tact he set forth the beneficent use 
made by his candidate of bis great wealth. 
There was, however, but slight applause when 
he named Joseph W, Drexel, although he told 
that be was the son of an Irish mother, that he 
could write his statistics in six languages, if 
necessary, and that he would cement all the 
factions of the party. 

Corporal Tanner, of Kings, who refused to take 
the platform, fired a shot at the Democrats by 
referring to the Democratic opposition to pris- 
on labor as a policy adopted by the Presi- 
dent and the Governor in the interest of 
Democratic office holders. In behalf of a 
considerable proportion of the Kings Connty 
delegation he seconded the nomination of Ira 
Davenport. The speech drew forth abundant 
applause as Corporal Tanner recounted Mr. 
Davenport’s generosity to the veterans of the 
rebellion in the State, and appealed to the con- 
vention to take him for his superb qualities of 
heart and mind. 

here was applause from the New-York dele- 
gates when Mr. Edward Mitehell rose and took 
his place on the platform. The candidate for 
the time should be a man identified with the 
business interests of the State. He frankly re- 
ferred to the defection that last Fall resulted 
so disastrously to the party, and expressed the 
belief that a wise nomination would bring back 
to the party many men that had during the 
last campaign failed to act with it. Without 
prolonged fiattery or unseeming urgency he 
presented the name of Cornelius N. Bliss. It 
was applauded, but not at all vociferously. 

Representative Loren E. Payne, of Cayuga, 
who sugyested that personal ambition had much 
to do with Republican failures of recent years, 
made a vigorous presentation of the name of 
Gen. W. Seward, of Cayuga. The appeal 
to their county from all parts of the State 
had led to the offer of it before the con- 
vention. To the impassioned utterances of 
Mr. Payne in Gen. Seward’s behalf were re- 
peated but not very boisterous plrudits. Gen, 
Seward, like Mr. Warren and Mr. Drexel, was 
offered as a business man, and the convention 
was also appealed to by a brief account of his 
exploits as a soldier to commend his gallantry 
@n the field of battle, 

Congressman Lindsay seconded the nomina- 
tion of Mr. C. N. Bliss, but refrained from mak- 
ing aspeech, and then Gen. Husted directed a 
call of the roll under the rules A 
Brooklyn delegate, presumably a Carr man, 
moved for an adjournment until to-morrow at 
9 o’clock. h, no,”’ was the response from 300 
men at least. Several feeble efforts to obtain 
adjournments until night or over night were 
shouted down, the Chairman deciding each 
time, and very properly, that the motions 
were clearly lost. Mr. Bliss, Chairman of

The Brooklyn delegates held two meet- 
ings to-day, but failed to agree on any one man 
at either.

INDICATIONS THAT THE POWERS 
WILL INTERFERE. 
TURKEY’S RIGHTS IN ROUMELIA LIKELY 


TO BE PROTECTED—SERVIA MOBILIZING 
HER FORCES—ALEXANDER’S WELCOME, 
Lonpon, Sept. 22.—The Standard’s cor- 


respondent at Vienna states that in an interview 
the Austrian Under Foreign Secretary assured 
him that Austria had no intention of annexing 


Bosnia and Herzegovina, as has recently been 
published. Emperor Francis Joseph's visit to 


Bosnia, the Secretary said, had no connection 
with the recent events in Roumelia. Austria 
desires the Roumelian rebellion quelled. Com- 
munications are now passing between the signa- 
tory powers to thetreaty of Berlin, and it is 


hoped that they will result in a speedy settle- 
ment of the difficulty. 

There is an increasing belief in @iplomatic 
circles on the Continent that a conference of 
the powers will be convened for the purpose of 
settling the Roumelian affair. 

Severe fighting has occurred between Turks 
and Albanians at Djakovo. Both sides lost 
heavily. 


Parts, Sept. 22.—The opinion prevails at 
the Turkish Embassy in this city that the great 
powers of Europe, and especialiy Germany, will 
enforce respect of the treaty of Berlin, and that 
the difficulty in Roumelia will be settled favor- 
ably to Turkey without a resort to arms, 


BERLIN, Sept. 22.—The North German 
Gazette to-day, reverting to the rebellion in Rou- 
melia, emphasizes the illegality of the revolu- 
tion, and says the union of Roumelia and Bul- 
gariaisa ee airy structure lacking founda- 
tion in international law. 

BELGRADE, Sept. 22.—The Servian Army 
is being mobilized and troops are being sent to 
protect the southern frontier bordering on 
Macedonia and Albania. Fears are entertained 
otarising in both the latter places, and grave 
troubles are anticipated in the event of such an 
occurrence. Itis stated King Milan, inan in- 
terview with a number of diplomats, stated that 
if the Macedonians rose in revolt against Turk- 
ish rule he must act with them, as otherwise he 
would be deposed. 

A large and enthusiastic crowd, including 
many students, to-day welcomed King Milan at 
the station on his return from Vienna. Cries of 
‘* Forward, all Servians!” greeted his Majesty on 
all sides. The first summons issued to-day 
mobilizes 60,000 troops. The inhabitants have 
demanded that old Servia and Macedonia be 
protected. The Skuptchina has been convoked 
to consider the important questions arising out 
of the disturbed condition of affairs in the 
Balkans, and the liberty of the press has been 
temporarily curtailed. 

PHILIPPOPOLIS, Sept. 22.—Gen. Dragalsk1i, 
commander of the Roumelian militia, has been 
arrested, 

The * Te Deum” was sung in the garden sur- 
rounding the palace by an immense crowd of 
people in honor of Prince Alexander of tul- 
garia, who has arrived in the city. Tne Bul- 
garian national flag nas been hoisted every- 
where. 


Sopura, Sept. 22.—A levy of all the able- 
bodied men in Bulgaria between the ages of 18 
and 40 years has been ordered. Privce Cantacu- 
zene, a Russian, has resigned his position as Min- 
ister of War. 

The Filibo states that M. Sorokine, the Russian 
Consul at Philippopolis, was the only foreign 
representative present at the raiiway station to 
—— Prince Alexander upon his arrival 
there. 


VIENNA, Sept. 22.—The Fremdenblatt in 
an editorial to-day says that Bulgaria defers 
the settiement of the Roumelian difficulty to 
the European powers, and it counsels Turkey to 
act with moderation. 


Frequent Cabinet councils have been held to- 
day regarding affairs in the East. The Reichs- 
rath has assembled, and the Emperor Francis 
<i will address its members on Saturday 
next. 

The Political Correspondence says that Prince 
Alexander of Bulgaria hassent dispatches to 
the signatory powers of the Berlin treaty ex- 
plaining his action in regard to Roumelia. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 22.—An official 
communication published in. La Turquie states 
that the events in Roumelia necessitate the in- 
tervention of the Porte. Turkey, it says, will 
accomplish her duty and suppress the revolt, 
acting with firmness, but ~xercising moderation. 

It is reported that Turkey has decided to fignt 
for the restoration of the status quo in Rou- 


melia. 

The Turkish Third Army Corps in 
Anatolia has been mobilized. The of- 
ficials of the Adrianople Railway have 
been ordered to prepare forthe transportation 
of troops. All other traffic on the road will be 
stopped. 


ATHENS, Sept. 22.—The Prime Minister, 
replying to a deputation to-day, said that if 
events threatened interference with the expan- 
sion of Hellenic dominion Greece was ready to 
intervene. The plans for a reduction of the 
army have been abandoned, and orders have 
been given to raise it to its full effective force. 
A demonstration has been held here in favor of 
Greek interventioa in Macedonia. 


Moscow, Sept. 22.—The Viedomosti says 
Russia has no objection to the union of Rou- 
melia and Bulgaria, but that her future action 
will depend upon the manner in which the union 
is carried out. 


FROM THE BRITISH METROPOLIS. 
THE ARRESTED SOCIALISTS—MRS. WEL- 
DON’S RELEASE FROM JAIL. 

Lonpovn, Sept. 22.—It is stated this after- 
noon that Sir Richard Assheton Cross, the Home 
Secretary, disavows the action of the police in 
interfering with the proceedings of the Social- 
ists’ meeting at Limehouse on Sunday last, and 
will mitigate the sentences of the eight Social- 
ists who were convicted on Monday of obstruct- 
ing the police in the performance of their duty. 

The Mayor and a party of municipal engineers 


of Bremen have arrived in this city on a tour of 
inspection ot the port and docks. After view- 
ing everything of interest here the party will 
visit Liverpool, Giasgow, Middlesbrough, and 
Stockton-upon-Lees, and study the portsand 
docks with a view of applying the various im- 
provements to the new free port at Bremen. 

Mrs. Weldon, who was sentenced to six 
months’ imprisonment on March 30 for libeling 
Mr. Riviere, manager of the Covent Garden 
Theatre, was released from Holloway Jail se- 
cretly last night in order to prevent the demon- 
stration which was to have been made in front 
of the prison to-day. Mrs. Weldon’s friends had 
secured the services of several brass bands and 
had prepared to give heran enthusiastic recep- 
tion on her release from prison this morning, 
after which she wus to be escorted in triumph to 
Trafalgar-square, where a grand welcome was 
to be given her. The action of the authorities 
caused the programme to be curtailed somewhat. 

The market at the Stock Exchange was de- 
moralized this afternoon, but rallied toward the 
close, owing to the absence of news confirming 
the aiarmist rumors freely set atioat during the 
morning hours. American railway securities 
closed lower, on account of the belief being gen- 
eral among operators that the contemplated ad- 
vance in trunk line rates in the United States 
would be postponed. Reports from the bourses 
on the Continent show wildly fiuctuating prices 
in all the various railway stocks and interna- 
tional securities, caused by rumors of mobiliz- 
ing of armies. The closing quotations, however, 
indicate a calmer feeling, with a slight rise in 
prices, owing to repurchases. 

A telegram from Cabul says: “The members 
of the Afghan Frontier Commission are still in 
the vicinity of Herat. Allis quiet on the fron- 
tier. 


SPREAD OF THE CHOLERA. 

Rome, Sept. 22.—-There were 214 new 
cases of cholera and 175 deaths in Palermo dur- 
ing the past 24 hours. Reinforcements of troops 
have arrived at different points in Sicily, and 
the populace has been quieted. No disorders are 
reported there to-day. 

Maprip, Sept. 22.—There were 759 new 
cases of cholera and 270 deaths from the disease 
reported yesterday throughout Spain. To-day 


there were reported 812 new cases of cholera and 
262 deaths from the disease. 


MME. NILSSON AT HER OLD HOME. 

CHRISTIANIA, Sept. 22.—Christine Nilsson 
met with a inmost enthusiastic reception upon her 
arrival here. The streets through which she 
passed were crowded with people, who heartily 
cheered the celebrated singer. After each con- 
cert she is obliged to appeur at a window of the 
hotel and sing native songs. The King sent his 
Chamberlain, Count Rosen, to welcome her 
home, and the members of the nobility vie with 
each other in doing homage to her. Mme. Nils- 
son’s brother, a peasant, was present at the re- 
ception at Gothenburg, and wept with emotion. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 
DUELIN, Sept. 22.—A meeting of the Na- 
tional League was held here to-day. It was an- 
nounced that $3,000 had been received from the 
Irish-Americans of San Francisco for the sup- 
port of the cause. The announcement created 
great entiusiusm. 
BERuN, Sept. 22.—The North German 
Gazette to-day describes as a fable the statement 





recently made that Germany was coveting Cu- 
ba, but admits that in the event of a war be- 


tween Germany and Spain Ouba would be an 
important object of attack. It ridicules the idea 


of a permanent annexation of Cu by Ger- 
many, 


MADRID, Sept. 22.—The illness of King 
Alfonso has become serious. The officials of the 
palace endeavor to conceal his actual condition. 

The journal El Correo states that an agreement 
has been effected with Germany by which Spain 
retains the Carolines and the Mariana and 
Palaos Islands, while Germany acquires the Mar- 
shall and Gilbert groups. 

VIENNA, Sept. 22.—The split in the Ger- 
man Opposition Party of the Reichsrath is re- 
ported to be due to the influence of the Emperor, 


who desires to prevent the whole Opposition be- 
coming a united party, The two clubs will 
henceforth elect a common Executive Commit- 
tee to decide ona general pulicy, but on national

eared that the attitude of the Germans will in- 
crease the bitterness which has existed for some 
time between the various nationalities repre- 
sented in the Reichsrath. It will greatly influ- 
ence the relations of the monarchy toward Ger- 
many,

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SUIT FOR BREACH OF CONTRACT. 


AN AGREEMENT TO KEEP UP THE PRICE OF 
PILLS HELD TO BE VALID. 

Detro1t, Sept. 22.—A novel case has just 
been decided in the Superior Court of this city. 
John E. Jenks manufactures certain pills. Last 
September he sold alarge quantity of them to 
James E. Davis & Co.,a drug firm of this city, 
on condition that they should not dispose of 
them under a certain price. Recently he went 


into the Superior Court and sued Davis & Co, 
for breach of contract. The defendants de- 
murred to Jenks’s declaration on the ground 
that the contract was calculated to create a cor- 
ner, and therefore illegal. In giving his de- 
cision, one of much commercial interest, 
Judge Chipman says: “There is no doubt 
that if these pills are necessities of 


life.as wheat orcoal or other articles which 
plainly are required by the necessities or great 
convenience of the public, a contract for the 
Purpose of enhancing their price would be ille- 
gal, and the courts would refuse to enforce it. 
So faras wheat and coal and articles of that 
nature are concerned, the entire propriety of the 
rules is self-evident. Society may protect itself 
against combinations, contracts, or acts which 
tend to place artificial and extravagant values 
upon articles which are essential to the suste- 
nance of life, and it may do this either by punish- 
ment of persons or by refusal to allow damages 
for the breach of contracts tainted with this in- 
firmity, but a patent pill cannot be placed upon 
the same footing with wheat, coal, and other 
articles which are as essential to life as air. The 
courts will recognize the fact that there can 
be no mystery as to the constituents of 
such pills, and that the varieties of them 
devoted to the cure of the same diseases 
are without number. That they are at 
all necessaries of life, orin any sense indispen- 
sable to the human race would be a violent pre- 
sumption, not to be entertained judicially, and 
only to be established by evidence which every 
sensible man knows has no existence. In this 
view the agreement to maintain the schedule 
price and not to resort to a lower one cannot be 
considered as injurious to public health. The 
contract undoubtedly is in restraint of trade so 
faras it goes.

THE GENESTA LEADING THE DAUNTLESS 
BY FIFTEEN MILES, 


NEwport, R. I., Sept. 22.—The Genesta 
rounded Brenton’s Reef Lightship at 9:33 P. M.

TRYING TO PROVE LAFORTE INSANE. 

HUNTINGDON, Penn., Sept. 22.—In the 
Laporte homicide case this morning the defense 
continued their effort to establish the prisoner’s 
insanity. Old Mrs. Laporte testified that her son 
Jack was troubled with insomnia and restless- 
ness from his infancy, and that she was aware 
that something was wrong with his mind for a 
long while back. George Menimyer, Porter 
Deeter, and George Kenck, who worked beside 
Jack at the Shoenberger ore mines, swore that 
the knite Jack had a few days before Irwin’s

SECRETARY MANNING’S INTERFERENCE ANP 
COLLECTOR HEDDEN’S SUPPOSITION Ag 


TO THE CAUSE—MR, BEATTIE’'S MIS- 
LEADING FIGURES, 


WasHINncTon, Sept. 22.—The Secretary of 
the Treasury bas directed the suspension of Mr. 
George H. Sterling, recently appointed Weighes 


at the New-York Custom House in place of 


Capt. George B, Bacon, pending an investigation 


of all the circumstances attending the change in 
the office. The action of the Secretary is based 
on information that the appointment is anim< 
proper one. The following is a copy of the Sec- 
retary’s letter to the Collector:

Had a bombshell exploded in the rotunda of 
the Custom House yesterday morning it woul 
have created no greater excitement than did the 
announcement that Secretary Manning had di- 
rected Collector Hedden to suspend Weigher 
Sterling until an investigation had been entered) 
into concerning the circumstances attending the 
appointment. The official notification came to 
the Collector soon after his arrival at his office, 
and within a few minutes he and Surveyor Beat- 
tie were engaged in a consultation, the nature of 
which could not be ascertained.

ed official, they spent three or four hours ig 
making an inspection of the district.

The deputy 
goes off with his men and begius work. Some~ 
times his chief happens along for a few miuutes 
during the day and looks over the cargo, and 
oftentimes he does not. The next morning the} 
deputy hands the foreman a “ time slip” of his, 
previous day’s work. lt contains the name oO. 
the vessel, the name of the deputy, the Dames 0 
the laborers under him, 'he number of packag eq 
weighed, and the amount of time cach man w.3t 
employed. ; : 

The amount of time credited to each man ig 
entered in a book and then the slip is put ond 
spindle for the weigher to look over when hd 
bas time. Every tew days these slips are de< 
stroyed. The records kept in the office tor ref¢ 
erence will show when a vesset was unloaded, 
but it will not show how many men were em 
ployed in the work nor give any such other figs 
ures as Collector Beattie based his comparative 
statements upon. It is obvious to men familias 
with the routine work that the estimate wag 
made from a few time slips that remained upor 
the hook when Weigher Sterling assumed thd 
duties of the office, and that the best of them 
were not selected either. 

From information gathered bya TIMES re- 
porter in looking around Weigher Sterling’4 
district yesterday, the figures quoted by Mr, 
Beattie as an improvement over the old servie¢ 
are just what have been expected and obtaine 
for a day’s work under Capt. Bacon for years 
Said a deputy who has grown gray in the serv~ 
ice: “Surveyor Beattie says: ‘ For instance, on 
Sept. 18, the day before Sterling took charge, 
1,290 bags of linseed were weighed by four men 
in nine hours. The following day Sterling wag 
on duty, and 2,500 bags of linseed were weighed 
by five men, three of whoim worked 10 hours, 
one seven bours,and one three hours.’ Now, 
po mention is made of the fact that the 1,290 
bags weighed 230 pounds each and the 2,500 bags 
weighed only 190 pounds each. Quite a differ- 
ence, you see. 

“Nor does the Surveyor’s estimate mako the 
slightest allowance for the conditions under 
which the work was done,” continued the 
deputy. “Some of the piers in the district are 
new and smooth, with pienty of room to move 
about. Others are old und cramped. It is al- 
most impossible to handle hogsheads on them 
under any circumstances. Still, these pierd 
must be used, and a deputy can’t help getting a 
cargo on them occasionally; but_Capt. Bacon 
knew just where they were, and was alwuys 
ready to make allowance for such obstacles in 
estimating a day’s work.

WITH GENTLEMEN RIDERS 


THE RACES OF THE ROCKAWAY 
STEEPLECHASE ASSOCIATION. 
MARS, RIDDEN BY MR. ZABROWSKI, WINS 
THE THREE-MILE RACE—MR. LLOYD 

THROWN AND SLIGHTLY INJURED. 


The young horsemen of the Rockaway 
Steeplechase Association made rare sport for 
themselves and their friends at their grounds at 
Oedarhurst yesterday. Those who went down 
by the morning trains foundthe colors gayly 
floating over the clubhouse and men busy ail 
over the grounds in testing and bracing the 
hurdies, while blanketed horses canterea about 
to oil their joints for the trials that 
were to settle in the afternoon the friendly 
disputes of months’ standing. It was bardly 
past midday when from the roadways that con- 
verge in Cedarhurst like spokes lines of car- 
riages began to reach the grounds, unloading 
members in boots and spurs, with guests in rib- 
bons and silks, Wbo were soon mingling on the 
porches and in the spacious rooms, eager with 
anticipation of the impending events. The 
loosening of the cloaks of the ladies disclosed 


in many cases the colors of favorite stables 
fluttering at the throat or as rosettes, and the 
ulsters of some of the gentlemen did not always 
hide the signals of their preferences. The races 
were to begin at 2 o’clock. Those who were 
unfortunate enough to go out by the train 
due 2 iittle before that hour, but which hove 
in sight much iater, moving as though it had all 
the week to get there, found the upper and 
lower porticoes of the clubhouse masses of 
animated color and the grand stand pretty well 
filled, while at the sides and behind, reaching 
beyond the outer fences carriages were drawn in 
close lines, Lively business was going on at the 
shed of the pool sellers and the tables of the 
book makers and there were few gaps among 
the crowds who lined tht fences in front or both 
sides of the course, 

It was gray overhead, but the air was clear 
and cool, when President Cheever and Treasurer 
Griswell, the ethereal calves of the latter barely 
revealed above a pair of shining bootlegs, stepped 
to the judges stand and rang up the starters for 
the first race, a handicap sweepstakes of three- 
quarters of a mile for gentiemen riders. There 
was a good start, in which eight horses ran. Mr. 
Purdy’s Sir Hugh, Mr. Lorillard’s Cigar- 
ette, and Mr. Shields’s Cyclone made a 
dash together, the other five running in 
A pack. When hbaif over the course 
Mr. Kennedy’s Black Hussar pressed the leaders 
closely. Whips were used in the home stretch, 
and amid waving handkerchiefs and excited 
shouting from the clubhouse and the grand 
stand Black Hussar leaped to the side of Cyclone, 
rand the two horses flew under the wire with 
Cyclone barely a neck in the lead. Betting had 
favored Cyclone, but all of the horses had 
friends, and mutual! pools paid $32 05. 

The second race, of one-half mile on the flat, 
for $1,000, between Mr. Sands’s Dundee and 
Faust of the Orange County Stable, was gen- 
erally regarded as Dundee’s race, as 1t proved by 
sixth lengths. Inthe third race, a steeplechase 
sweepstakes, three miles, for half-bred qualified 
hunters, interest was revived over a contest in 
which Mr. Lorillard’s Fleurette, Braggart of the 
Hempstead Stable, and Mr. Mortimer’s Hob- 
30n’s Choice were pitted. The horses had to 
parry a minimum weight of 18 pounds. They 
tame down from the starting point at a bound- 
ing canter, but after the first hurdle Hobson’s 
Choice, which had been the favorite, took the 
lead in a spirited procession, with Fleurette and 
Braggart not far bebind, that order holding 
until the end. 

Tbe fourth race, a selling steeplechase, of two 
and one-half miles, was chiefly interesting be- 
cause the members regarded it as the best test 
of speed of the day, each owner mounting his 
horse with a professional jockey. Out of 14 en- 
tries there were seven starters. Puritan, who 
had been brought in from the Revere Stable, of 
Boston, was a favorite, with Abraham, from the 
Excelsior Stable,fand Mr. Kennedy’s Jacque- 
minot pressing him closely in the pools. Ina 
splendid start Mr. Dawes’s Rose, to the surprise 
of ail, took the lead, with Mr. Shields’s 
Driftwooa an eager second. At the 
hurdle Jack was ahead, Driftwood 
second, Rose third, and Puritan among the 
chasers. Driftwood and Rose led Puritan at the 
third hurdle, wnen all were going breakneck, 
There was little change in the places of the 
leaders in leaping the water and the pen, but 
the chasers had moved up, and every horse was 
taxed to keep the pace. The staying qualities 
pt Abraham here served him, and he crossed the 
line first, with Jack 2 length or so behind, and 
Rose a close third. Puritan was fourth. Mut- 
gals paid $18 80. 

Mars, Dundee, Boomer, and Tasso, with their 
owners in the saddles, came together next for a 
handicap sweepstakes ot three miles. Mars, 
ridden by Mr, Zabrowski, was heavily the 
favorite. Mr. Hitchcock rode Bloomer, Mr. 
Jacob rode Dundee, and Mr. T. Lloyd was astride 
Tasso. Tasso leaped to the lead, with Boomer 
and Mars in close quarters. A quick, exciting 
struggle in this order kept on tothe end of the 
upper hurdles, when, Boomer having a neck the 
best of Tasso, Mr. Lioyd tried to make up for it 
in leaping the hurdle. The horse did not 
leap high enough and fell, rolling on 
Mr. Lioyd. He was helped to his feet 
and luckily remounted. By this time 
the other horses were far ahead, Mars having the 
lead at last. They came down the stretch with 
Mars an easy winner, Dundee leading Boomer 
by nalfalength. As the riders came up to be 
weighed, Mr. Lioyd rode in with Tasso and fell 
to the ground in front of the judges’ stand. His 
leg had been badly hurt, and would not bear his 
weight. Those who helped him away said after- 
ward that there was probably nothing more se- 
rious the trouble. The race and the one before 
ithad been run in the rin. Interest did not 
slacken on that account however, and as the 
riders were willing torisk their silk suits and 
their horses the spectators took chances readily 
on spoiling silk hats and dresses. 

The two races that followed, lasting until dusk, 
were as well enjoyed as the otbers. Seven horses 
started in the first in a hurdle race of two miles. 
Mr. Hitchcock rode his Schoolmaster against 
jockey riders, and brought him in second, behind 
Gory O’More. Ecuador was third, and Will Davis 
fourth. Mutuals paid $36 80. The last race, for 
polo ponies, half mile, made every one regret 
that no time had been taken in any of the races, 
for it was very fast and spirited. Mr. Lloyd rode 
Cedarhurst to the front and kept him there, Mr. 
N. G. Lorillard following with Wild Tom, and 
Mr. H, B. Richardson with Tomboy. Wilda Tom 
had been the favorite and Tomboy second choice.

THE COTTON CROP IN TEXAS. 

GALVESTON, Texas, Sept. 22.—Reports are 
coming from the cotton belt districts of Texas 
showing that the heavy rains of the past week 
have worked serious damage to the standing 
cotton. The northern portion of the State was 
not so seriously affected as the central, south- 
western, and eastern sections. The damaged 
area is quite as large as the States of New-York 
and Pennsylvania combined, and com- 
prises the most valuable portions of the 
Texas cotton belt. The most disastrous 
rains occurred in the middie of the cot- 
ton picking season, and reports indicate that 
thousands of acres bave gone to waste for want 
of gathering, it being impossible to pick cotton 
while it is wet. On account of 
caused by the rain it is estimated that two- 
thirds of the Texas crop this season will grade 
low middling, whereas about one-third is the 
usual average for low yong No accurate 
estimates have yet been made by experts, but 
all agree that the damage to cotton by waste 
and destruction and lowering of grade will reach 
several millions of dollars.

COPPER UNEXPECTEDLY FOUND. 


A FARMER’S DISCOVERY WHICH MAY OR 
MAY NOT: PROVE A SOURCE OF PROFIT. 
HoneEspaLz, Penn., Sept. 22.—There is 


‘much excitement in the western part of this 


(Wayne) county over the discovery of a deposit 
ef copper ore, which promises to be one of great 
value according to assays that have been 
made:of it and the calculations of mining ex- 
perts who have visited the locality in which the 
discovery has been made. The land on which 
the ore is found is in South Canaan Township, 
13 miles from Honesdale, and near the foot of 
the Moosic range of mountains, which divide 


the coal measures of the Upper Lackawanna 
Valley from the rich agricultural regions that 
he east of the mountain. The neighborhood 
was settied a hundred years ago, and the sipgu- 
lar fact is now noted that one of the first set- 
tlers—a man named Swingle—reserved the min- 
eral right in all lands that he subsequently sold, 
especially mentioning copper. 

he ore was first discovered on the Delaney 
farm early last Summer. This farm lies three 
miles trom Georgetown station, on the Erie and 
Wyoming Valley extension of the Erie Kailway, 
and six miles from Waymart, on the Delaware 
and Hudson Canal Company’s eravity road. 
The owner of the farm isa hard-working Irish- 
man, who lives with his wife and seven children 
in a small frame house near the spot where the 
outcrop of ore was found. A ridge rises at a 
sharp angle to the height of 15 or 20 feet on the 
Delaney farm, and on the other side of the ridge, 
an eighth of a mile away, lies the William 
Arnold farm, Although Delaney had lived cn 
his place for several years, and passed daily by 
the outcropping rock on the side of the ridge 
near his house, it was not until last June that he 
noticed that the rock hada peculiar appearance, 
reminding him of siiver ore that he had once 
seen. He chipped out u niece of the rock, which 
is of slaty formation, and the extraordinary 
weight of the specimen satisfied him that it con- 
tained mineral of some kind. He showed 
the specimen to several parties here and 
in Scranton, but they ridiculed the idea 
of there being anything valuable connect- 
ed with it. Delaney claimed that he had 
either founda silver mine oragold mine, and 
his faith in the value of the deposit made him 
the source of much amusement in the commu- 
nity. The Delaney gold mine was a source of 
rural gossip for a few days, and then it was for- 
gotten. Two months or so ago a resident of 
this county, who had business in South Canaan, 
drove to Delaney’s farm, being acquainted with 
the owner. While there Delaney induced him 
to take a look at the rock in which the mineral 
was alleged to have been found. The gentle- 
man examined specimens se the rock, and, al- 
though not posted in minerals, he believed that 
there was something present in this rock that 
was worth experimenting with. He tooka quan- 
tity of the ore and torwarded it to the Gov- 
ernment Assay Office. The result was a re- 
port that the specimens were specimens of 
very rich copper ore, yielding 65 per cent. of 
pure copper. The gentleman who had caused 
the assay to be made then uncovered the ridge 
on the side sloping on the Arnold farm, an 
eighth of a mile from the Delaney opening, ina 
diagonal direction. Thesame deposit, yielding 
the same percentage of copper, was discovered. 
These tests were known only to the gentleman 
referred to and to Delaney and Arnold. Pending 
the report of the assay, John Tobin, a black- 
smith at South Canaan, carried a small piece of 
Delaney’s ore to his shop, and by fusingitafter a 
crude fashion in a crucible on his forge obtained 
a lump of copper so large in proportion to the 
bulk of the ore smelted that the result caused 
much comment in the community, but still 
failed to arouse any confidence in Delaney’s dis- 
covery. An assayer from a Scranton mining 
company also visited Delaney’s farm and took 
away specimens of the ore. He returned with 
the report to Delaney that there was a small 
amount of copper in the ore, but thatit would 
searcely pay for development. At the same 
time he offered Delaney $5,000 for his farm, 
much more than its owner’s valua- 
tiop. The offer, however, was. refused. 
When the result of the Government 
assays were received, tne gentleman who 
had had them made purchased 400 acres of land 
on the belt, and made arrangements with De- 
laney and Arnold by which the three shouid 
share equally in the result of future develop- 
ments, whatever they might be. ‘The result of 
the assays were not known in the neighborhood 
until last week, andin the meantime the Scran- 
ton parties had increased their offer for 
Delaney’s farm to — $20,000, which he 
refused. When the full importance of 
Delaney’s discovery finally broke upon his 
neighbors, there was a great rush to secure land 
near the copper belt, but, with the exception of 
John Tobin, the blacksmith, who secured a 50- 
acre farm, one corner of which lies on the belt, 
no one succeeded in getting any. Real estate is 
held this week at as much again as it was valued 
at last week. An opening 10 feet square has 
been made onthe side of Delaney’s ridge, and 
the copper may be seen jying in nar- 
row veins between strata of slate and 
widening as they extend into the _ rock. 
A mining expert visited the opening a few days 
agoand saidthatif the promise of the surface 
ore was borne out as the rock was uncovered, 
which every indication favored, the deposit 
would be one of the greatest bonanzas this 
country hadever known. The situation of the 
rock is such that mine development can be pro- 
ceeded with without the investment of more 
than a few hundred dollars capital. 

Many rich fossil specimens have been uncoy- 
ered in removing the slate from the mine, among 
them fine impressions of fish and reptiles and 
vegetable growth, especially ferns.

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ADVANCING THE RATES 


THE NEW SCHEDULE OF WEST-. 
BOUND FREIGHT CHARGES. 

A HARMONIOUS MEETING OF THE PRESIDENTS, 
FOLLOWED BY AN ADVANCE, ALSO, IN 
EAST-BOUND RATES. 

The meeting of the trunk hne Presidents 
at Commissioner Fink's office yesterday was at- 
tended with important resuits. All the roads 
were represented except the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western, but the other Presidents 
did not attach any importance to Mr. Sloan’s ab- 
sence, as he has not, so faras known, attended 
any of the conferences. In addition tothe Pres- 
idents the Vice-Presidents and Traffic Managers 
of the companies were present. After a general 
discussion of all the disturbing circumstances of 
the situation, the Presidents, with Mr. Roberts, 
of the Pennsylvania, as Chairman, passed a reso- 
lution instructing the Joint Executive Commit- 


tee to provide foran advance in west-bound 
freight rates on the following basis: 

First class, from 40 to 60 cents. second class, from 
80 to 50cents. Third class, from 25to40cents. Fourth 
class, from 18 to 25 cents. Fifth class, from 15 to 20 
cepts. 

The new schedule is to take effect on and after 
Oct. 5. The proposition to make the above 
schedule was concurred in without dissent, the 
discussion having been very brief, but harmoni- 
ous to an unexpected degree. When the busi- 
ness of advancing west-bound rates bad been dis- 
posed of the Presidents further resolved to ask 
their Western connections in the Central Traffic 
Association to take some steps to put an end to 
the ruinous cutting going on at Chicago, and 
thus co-operate in the advance made on west- 
bound business, suggesting that an advance on 
a basis of a twenty-cent rate for grain would be 
advisable. With this the meeting of the Presi- 
dents came to an end. 

The Joint Executive Committee and the mem- 
bers of the Central Traffic Association in the 
city immediately held m-etings. The Joint Ex- 
ecutive Committee ratified the advance in West- 
bound rates, as urged by the Presidents, while 
the Central Traffic Association ordered an ad- 
vance from Chicago on the twenty-cent basis, to 
go into effect on Monday, Sept. 28. Contrary to 
expectation nothing was done lovking to the 
formation of a money poo!, but this may come 
up for discussion at an adjourned meeting of 
the Presidents on Thursday of next week, for 
which a special invitation has been sent to Presi- 
dent Sloan, of the Lackawanna.

Mr. Huntington forwards a copy of an 
agreement entered into by all the Pacific rail- 
roads to give the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany $85,000 or its equivalent in freight every 
month. This last agreement is dated June, 1885, 
and differs from the agreements already on file 
in the Commissioner’s office in that it embraces 
other roads than the Central and Union Pacific. 
Mr. Huntington maintains that the combination 
was formed for the interest of all concerned, 
and that the reads could not get along without 
it. The Commissioner has forwarded the acree- 
ment and Mr. Huntington’s letter to the Secre- 
tary of the Interior. Secretary Lamar is con- 
fined to his room, and Assistant Secretary Jenks 
is absent from tne city, so there will be no im- 
mediate action taken in regard to the legality of 
the subsidy agreement. Commissioner Johnston 
says it will be for the Secretary of the Interior 
to determine. If there is any doubt on the sub- 
ject in his mind it will probably be referred to 
the Attorney-General for an opinion. 
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THE SOUTH PENNSYLVANIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 22.—lt is stated 
here to-day that the action of the State author- 
ities to have the sale of the South Pennsylvania 
Railroad to the Pennsylvania Railraad Com- 
pany restrained will be settled one way or the 
other early in October. The case bas assumed a 
new phase, aud those who were most violent as 
stockholders of the South Pennsylvania in op- 
position to the sale are now most anxious that 
the courts shall not grant a continuance of the 
injunction. Mr. Vanderbilt has statea that 
the enterprise shall be abandoned as far as he is 
concerned. Mr. Carnegie has expressed himself 
in the same way, and this being the case there is 
a certainty that, even though the courts should 
forbid the sale, the line wili never be completed, 
and those who have invested their money there 
will lose every cent of it. It is these stockhold- 
ers who instigated the State to bring the suit 
that are now uneasy for fear that the same suit 
will be successful.

CHESAPEAKE AND NASHVILLE. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 22.—Reports 
having beep circulated that the management of 
the Chesapeake and Nashville Railroad—a line 
to be built from Danville or Stanford, Ky., to 
Nashville, and to form a part of the Chesapeake 
and Ohio system—intended to sell the road to 
the Louisville and Nashville Railroad Company, 
a committee of subscribers met to-night to con- 
sider the matter. The road was to be construct- 
ed to Nashville, provided the citizens would take 
$500,000 of bonds. The bonds were taken, but 
work on the Nashville end has not begun, 
The committee prepared a letter which will be 
sent to C. P. Huntington, President of the Cnes- 
apeake and Ohio system, asking him whether 
the report as to a sale of the road is true. 
Should it be discovered that the road will not 
be built the subscribers will refuse to make fur- 
ther payments.

The charges upon the property taken over com- 
prise the debt due the Government, $3,500,000; 
the bonds outstanding, $1,750,000, and $500,000 for 
common stock and investments in the road by 
tne late proprietors.

AN ANECDOTE. 
From. the Boston Traveller, Sept. 18. 

Capt. R. B. Forbes was born at Jamaica 
Plain, Sept. 18, 1804, and therefore is 81 years of 
age to-day. At his birth he weighed less than 
five pounds, and grave doubts were entertained 
“ whether he should ever come to anything use- 
ful,” and yet he grew to be a model man in body 
and mind. Capt. William T. Glidden, who knew 
him in his prime, says that he was one of the 
best looking men he ever saw. Sir Isaac Newton 
when born wasso smallthat he could not be 


dressed. He lived to be 85 years of age, and was 
remarkable for manly beauty. The Kev. Henry 
Ward Beecher could have been put into a quart 
pot wher born. Many other cuses of small ba- 

les growing to be great men might be stated, so 
that mothers ought not to feel deapondent 
when they give birth to little folks. Some meta- 
physicians contend that it isthe soul which 
builds the body. With them the soul is every- 
thing; the body is but an appearance, yet every 
person of taste likes to appear well. 

Capt. Forbes has introduced more improve- 
ments Into our mercantile marine than any man 
alive, and has been ever mindful of the comfort 
of seamen. Our life-saving stations along the 
coast and on the Inkes have been rendered effi- 
cient by many of his suggestions. Protection 
against lightning, life-saving rafts, and other 
appliances, to be used in the event of disasters 
at sea, have been approved by seamen who have 
read his directions, The wants of -eamen who 
have been worn out have had his generous sup- 
port; in short, he ranks first among the fore- 
most for what ne has done tor seamen during his 
long and usetul life. Though weil advanced in 
yeurs, his mental powers are as vigorous as ever, 
and when any new incideut connected with the 
sea occurs his views of it are always sound and 
practical. Asa writer he is clear and condensed; 
he says what he has to say in tew word;, and ina 
style that a person of the most limited capacity 
can readily comprehend. He has been truly 
named the Howard of thesea. 

The gallant Captain is also something of a wag. 
When a Pilot Commissioner he took a cruise in 
the Bay on board of a pilot boat to see how the 
business was conducted. The weather was raw 
and cold, and he thought that a little brandy 
would do him no harm, and asked if there was 
any on board. The pilots, like all others who 
knew him, would do anything to oblige him, 
and were but too happy to furnish him with 
what he desired. A bottle of brandy, which had 
cost $10 by the gallon, was handed him to help 
himself, and this he did most liberally. He 
called for a bucket of tepid water, which was 
readily furnished by the cook. Off went his 
boots and stockings, in went his bare feet 
into the bucket, and then he deliberately 
poured the entire bottle of brandy into 
the bucket, and handed the empty bottle 
back to the pilot, thanking him courteously tor 
the liquor. The pilots were horror struck at 
the use to which their precious liquor had been 
put, but said nothing. The Captain seemed to 
enjoy his foot bath, rubbed his feet with vigor, 
and when he had finished highly commended 
the brandy. ‘ Brandy,” said the Captain in con- 
clusion, addressing the pilots, ‘is a capital thing 
itor a foot bath, mixed with warm water—try it, 
but vile stuff for the stomach—avoid it.” ‘This 
was the Captain’s last brandy scrape afloat. The 
pilots were all teetotalers to him afterward. 
A few days later he morethan doubly compen- 
sated the pilots for the liqnor he used. He only 
wished to teach them an “object lesson,” which 
all men would do well to learn, namely, that 
brandy is better outside than inside. 

All who know the good Captain love him, and 
wish him on this anniversary of his birth al! the 
good things he can wish himself on earth, and, 
when bis race is run below, a pleasant passage to 
the realms of hght above.

SAMUEL CAMPBELL. 

TheHon. Samuel Campbell fell:from a 
chair in his officein New-York Mills yesterday 
and died from apoplexy. Mr. Campbell was 
born in Tarbolton, Ayrshire, Scotland, in 1809, 
and at 22 years of age came to this country and 
settled in New-York Mills, entering the employ 
of Marsball & Walcott, the proprietors of the 
mills. Mr. Campbell speedily rose in his em- 
ployers’ favor by his skill in the management of 
machinery and his willingness to work. He 


made a number of valuable improvements in 
cotton machinery. In 1847 Mr. Campbell he- 
came a member of the mill company. In 1857 
Mr. Campbel! began collecting the famous herd 
of shorthorns which were gold in 1873 and which 
created so much taik throughout England, 
Canada, and this country. Mr. Campbeli’s col- 
lection of the animals was begun as a pleasure 
and relief from his exacting duties at the milis. 
The cattle were of the pure }lood Dutchess 
breed. In England they attracted atten- 
tion because it was found the American 
had taken away the purest blood of 
their best strains. Lord Elmersdale, M. 
Holfora, P. Davis, and Mr. Burwick came 
over from England to buy as many of the cattle 
as they could in the sale. For 113 animals Mr. 
Campbell received $354,220. During the war Mr. 
Cainpbell was conspicuous for his hearty and 
substantial support of the cause of the North 
and of Mr. Lincoln. He made the soldiers of 
New-York Mills his peculiar care, and at the 
close of the struggle he erected a monument to 
those who fell, which he has since given over to 
the keeping of Post Ross, of the village. Mr. 
Campbell wus several times sent as delegate to 
national Republican Conveitions, In isés he 
represented his district in the State Senate, 
where he did important work as Chairman of 
the Committee of Railruads. Mr. Campbell's 
business prosperity was very great. In iate 
years competition in the manufacture of cotton 
cloth was very great, but the firm of Walcott & 
Campbell maintained its place on account of Mr. 
Campbell’s shrewdness. Mr. Camphell married 
Agnes Sinclair, the oldest daughter of John Sin- 
clair, of Glasgow, who in 1821 came to New- 
York. He had eight children.

MYRON P. BUSH. 

Myron P. Bush, one of Buffalo’s million- 
aire citizens, died suddenly yesterday morning 
of congestion of the brain. He had been spend- 
ing the Summer at the Thousand Islands on his 
steam yacht, the Idle Hour, and oaly returned 
home on Friday last. He was born in Clarence, 
Erie County, N. Y., and was in the sixty-sixth 
year of hisage. He wasof German parentage, 
and his father, the late John Bush, was widely 
known as one of the pioneer tanners of Buffalo. 
The son had been thesenior member of the leath- 


er and tannery house of Bush & Howard since 
the firm was organized in 1844, and the partner- 
ship has only been broken by death. As a rep- 
resentative business man Mr. Bush was exten- 
sively known, not only in Buffalo, but in New- 
York and other cities. He was one of the orig- 
inators and _ leading spirits in establishing 
the Buffalo, New-York and Philadelphia Rail- 
road, and was long one of the Directors. He 
was for many years President of the Marine 
Bank of Buffalo, and also a Director of the Man- 
ufacturers and Traders’ Bank. He was one of 
the originators and promoters of the Buffalo 
Driving Park. A few yearsago he became Vice- 
President of the Hanibal and St. Joseph Rail- 
road, and was also a special partner in the firm 
of Alley, Dowd & Field, stockbrokers, of New- 
York. He was a me ber of both the Buffzlo 
and City Clubs, and also of the Union League 
and Union Clubs, of New-York. In politics Mr. 
Bush was a Republican, and in 1880 was his par- 
ty’s candidate for member of Congress, but was 
defeated by the Hon. Jonathan Scoville. He 
leaves a widew, two sons, and a daughter.

THE GREAT EASTERN TO BE SOLD. 
From the London Standard. 

The Great Eastern is again in pressing 
“difficulties,” and, as we announce in another 
column, she is menaced by an order of the court, 
Mr. Justice Chitty having issued a decree that 
the monster ship shall be offered for sale by 
auction at Lioyd’s next month. This is nota 
happy time for putting big steamships into the 
market. Mercantile tratlic, like the goods 
trafic of the railways, is suffering from the 
general depression. Whole fieets of steam- 
ships are laid up for want of freight and 
are as idle as the Great Eastern. It is one thing 
to order the big ship for sale and another thiug 
to find anybody who will bid for her. There is 
not even the chance of getting her hired for the 
auxiliary tleet. That arm of the service is iaps- 
ing into quiescence, and the embryo cruisers 
will soon revert to their normal state as mer- 
chant ships. Were Kussia still in a threatening 
attitude the Great Eastern might, per- 
haps, answer a purpose as a sort of 
migratory coal station, keeping up a sup- 
ply for the coal bunkers of the fleet in 
different parts of the world. Something of 
the sort has already been proposed, the idea be- 
ing that the once splendid passenger ship should 
be utilized as a coal hulk at Gibraltar. This 
ignoble proposition was speedily superseded by 
something of a brighter castin the shape of a 
scheme for adapting the giant hull to the pur- 
poses of Rag sey hotel or clubhouse in con- 
nection with the Centennial Exhibition at New- 
Orleans. How many proposals have been moot- 
ed with regard to this unlucky ship it is hard to 
say. The man who could succeed in making @ 
dividend out of her would deserve a monument. 


AN EX-SENATOR’S MISFORTUNES. 

A dispatch from Clearfield, Penn., to the 
Pittsburg Commercial Gazette says: ** The Hon, 
William A. Wallace, of Clearfield, whose son 
died on Monday morning from the effects of a 
fall a few days previous, is indeed an unfortu- 
nate man. A manof high literary attainments 
andone of the most eminent attorneys in the 
State, he has amassed a fortune of $1,000,000, and 
is possessed of one of the most complete and 
beautitul homes in Clearfield County, yet the 
iron hand of domestic misfortune seems to be 
tightening its grasp upon him, gradually rob- 
bing him of prizes tor which ali his wealth can- 
not recompense. Six years ago Mrs. Wallac 
who had always been the gayest of the gay an 
leader of fashionable society in aristocratic ola 
Clearfield, suddenly became demented and was 
placed in a private asylum at Media, Penn., for 
treatment.

In another asylum in the same town is confined 
ason, aged about 30 years, whose life has been 
blightea throurh the carelessness of a nurse, 
who allowed him to fall from her arms when a 
babe. And now Mr. Wallace is called upon to 
mourn thelossof his promising son Bishop, a 
young man of fine education and rare business 
qualifications.

A NEFARIOUS BUSINESS. 


UNFORTUNATE WOMEN SUBJECTED 1A 
BLACKMAIL BY CHICAGO OFFICIALS, 

Cuicaao, Sept. 22.—The Daily News of 
this evening prints the first of a series of articles 
designed to show that a large number of police 
Officers are regularly levying tribute upon un- 
fortunate women who haunt the streets of Chi- 
cago. Itis charged that patrolmen, and at least 
in one instance a police Sergeant, on the West 
Side, together with John Brennan, an ex-police- 
man, who keeps a saloon in a buiiding adjoining 
the Desplaines-street station house, and a man 
named Kelly, are profiting from this infamous 


business, and that Justice Woodman has 
an understanding with the police concern- 
ing the vomen brought before him. 
Statements alleged to have been made by vic- 
tim, «* this system, whose names are withheld, 
are printed. From these it is jearned that the 
business finds its chief exponent in Brennan, 
who, because of his tremendous intluence 
with the potice, is known as the Mayor of the 
west side. tis suloen is nothing more than 3 
sige office to the Desplaines-street station 
house. Between the two he transucts the busi- 
ness of a bail shark. He ts allowed to handle 
the books, to go among the prisoners to dicket 
with them for tue price upon which he will 
turnish bail, to make out the bail pap-rs, and in 
fact to dispense justice to this ciass of offenders 

According to the charges made inthe Neorg 
article Brennan keeps regular debit and creat 
xecounts with these women. and exacts from 
them the larger part of the proceeds of their 
miserable calling, the police holding over them 
the tbreat of the Br dewell to compe! them ta 
renter tribute to Brennan. The stories told by 
the women are pitiful inthe extreme. One of 
them says in substance: “Some weeks I have 
been arrested once, many weekstwoorih «4 
times, and one week six times. ‘they knew I 
had good friends, and whenever they knew I 
had a few dollars they snapped me up t «#vé 
them. I suppose that I’ve been arrested bes 
tween 200 and 200 times in the last two years.” 
Asked to descrive what happens at the 
Station house when a woman is ar- 
rested, this woman said that the victim 
is put into a cell, and is _ there 
visited by Brennan, who takes down the nameg 
in a book, demands $4 anyway, and as much 
more as he can get; tukes jewelry when the 
money is not forthcoming, or tiusts a woman 
whois known to make a good deal of mouey. 
Then he makes out the bail papers and releases 
the woman, who is let off in the morning by the 
Justice with a nominal fine. From the state- 
ment ofthis woman and others it is shown that 
when they are behind in their debts to Brennan 
he duns them on the streets, goes to their rooms 
and harasses them, and if they do not pay has; 
them arrested for street walking, vagrancy, or 
some like charge. One woman was urrested as 
she was going into a theatre, another as she was 
getting on a street car, and a third upon a war- 
rant issued for another woman. Police Sergeant 
Bowler is named as Brennan’s strongest backer 
in this business, and Kelly’s work is as a sort of 
assistant to Brennan. 


SUPPOSED 70 BE SUICIDE. 





STRANGE DEATH OF ALFRED A. 
THE HOTEL ST. GEORGE. 


Alfred A. Page, who was known as Dr. 
Page, and who was supposed to be a native of 
Virginia and to have been graduated in that 
State, died yesterday at the Hotei St, George un- 
der circumstances that point to suicide by mor- 
phine or an overdose of the drug. Paye was 
about 30 years old, and he had practiced medi- 
cine at No, 22 Liberty-street, and for several years 
had been traveling agent for W. R, Warner & 
Co., chemists, of Philadelphia. Last August he 
was discharged because of his intemperate hab- 
its, but he claimed a year’s salary—$2,200—or q 
year’s notice, as he was undera contract, So far 
as is known the matter had not been settled, nor 
had Page sued the firm, 

After his discharge he appeared to have 
means, and regularly paid his bills at the hotel 
where he had been a guest from time to time 
fora bouta year. Last Friday he was sick after 
a carouse, and was advised to send for a physi- 
cian, but his reply was that he knew enough 
about medicine to take care of himself. He 
made a similar reply some time ago when he in- 
jured himself by falling while ina fit. Satur- 
day he would take no nourishment except 
milk, but appeared to be getting well Mon- 
day night. Yesterday morning he breathed 
stentorously, but his condition did not seem to 
warrant the proprietor of the hotel in sending 
fora doctor. At 1:15 o’clock in the afternoon 
a servant, who was sent to see how he was, 
found him dead. Deputy Coroner Jenkins 
found in hisroom a bottle in which were half 
grain morphine pellets, and some had evideritly 
been taken from the bottle. His body was sent 
to an undertaker’s and an autopsy will be made 
to-duy. Page had no friends in New-York. His 
wife died inthe Summer of 1884. His mother 
and brothers and sisters are at Portsmouth, Va., 
ane Dr. Jobn Clegg, of Cincinnati, is his brother- 
in-law. 


NATIONAL CAPITAL TOPICS. 
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NAVAL INTELLIGENCE. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—The naval board am 
pointed in August to make an inventory of all work 
done on the unfinished cruisers Chicago, Boston, and 
Atlanta and of #1] material applicable thereto have 
submitted their report to the Secretary of the Navy. 

Rear-Admiral Davis, commanding the Asiatic sta- 
tion, reports to the Navy Department, under date of 
Nagasaki, Aug. 25, that the Monocacy was at Canton, 
the Palos at I'o0-Choo, the Alert at Chemulpo, and the 
Trenton, Ossipee, and Marion at Nagasaki. The Marion 
had been repaired, and, with the Trenton and Ossipee, 
would go to sea on the 27th. The Ossipee would pro- 
ceed to Yokoloma to convey Minister Denby to 
Vien-T'sin. The Marion would go to Chemulpo to re- 
lieve the Alert, which would return to Nagasaki and 
afterward to the west coast of Corea on surveying 
duty. The Trenton after a few days’ crutse would 
returnto Nagasaki. The ceremonies in memory of 
Gen. Grant were in progress on the 25th. The Japa- 
nese, British, and German men-of-war in port present- 
ed half-masted colors, and her Britannic Majesty's ship 
Cleopatra fired 21 guns at noon with the American flag 
half mast at the main.

PRESERVE THE FORESTS. 


¥ACTS OF INTEREST FROM TRE CHIEF OF 
THE FORESTRY DIVISION. 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 22.—The fourth an- 
nual meeting of the American Forestry Con- 
gress was opened at Horticultural Hall this 
morning. Mayor O’Brien spoke a few words of 
weleome. President Higley responded and drew 
attention to the importance of the movement 
for the restoration of the forests as touching 
agricultural; climatic, and commercial interests. 
The various causes bringing about the waste of 
forest trees was reterred to, and statistics pre- 
sented in detail showing the rapid and wide- 
spread destruction of the country’s forests. The 
speaker claimed that the climate and the culture 
of the soi! would be greatly improved and the 
water supply would be more abundant by the 
conservation of trees. Among those in attend- 
ance are Norman J Colman, United States Com- 
missioner of Agriculture; Dr. Salmon, of Wash- 
ington; ex-Gov. Hyde, of Connecticut; C. L, 
Flint, ex-Secretary ot the Massachusetts State 
Board of Agriculture; Dr. T. S. Gold, Secretary 
of the Connecticut State Board of Agriculture: 
Dr. Eggieston, of Washington, and Dr. Cutting, 
Secretary of the Vermont Board of Agriculture, 
Presiaent Higley read several communications. 
The first was from Dr, Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
who, while regretting being unable to attend 
the congress, said he hoped the people would 
allow the country to retain “leaves enough to 
hide its nakedness, of which it is alreaay becom- 
ing to be ashamed.” 

The Rev. N. . Eggieston, Chief of the Forestry 
Division of the Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, read a paper giving some facts and 
figures in regard to the forests of the country 
and their consumption. In the course of bis re- 
marks the speaker said that the recent census 
shows that the whole area of Jand surface, Alas- 
ka being left out of consideration, is 1 856,070, 400 
acres; total forest area, 440,990,000 acres; total 
farm area, 295.650,000 acres. Of unimproved and 
waste Jands, including “uld fields,’? there are 
1,115, 430,400 acres, There are 150,000 miles 
of railway, iucluding side tracks. It has 
required 396,000,000 ties for their construc- 
tion. Supposing that the ties require to 
be renewed once in six years and that 10,000 
miles of new road are built annually, if 25 years 
be allowed as the time necessary for trees to at- 
tain a size suitable for making ties, then it 
would require 15,000,000 acres of standing tim- 
ber to supply the annual demand for 
ties, an area almost exactly eaual 
to that of Vermont, New-Hampshire, 
Connecticut, and Rhode Island combined. 
But with the increase of railroads it is to be 
considered that the annual demand for ties is all 
the while increasing. | The census reports the 
consumption of 145,778,187 cords of wood and 


74,000,000 bushels of charcoal for fuel in dwell- 


ings, stores, factories, steamboats, and locomo- 
tives. This, in a single year, would clear the 
forests from an area of 30,000,000 acres, about 
ecual to that of New-York and North Caro- 
lina. The census also reports thatin 1880 forest 
fires consumed the trees on 10,274,089 acres, and 
there is no reason to believe that a less area 
will be burned over this year than in 1880. 
The census gives the amount of lumber cut in 
1880 as 18,000,000,000 feet. Last vear the cut had in- 
ereased to *8,000,000,000 teet, which would lay bare 
an area of 5,600,000 acres, equal very nearly to 
that of New- Hampshire. Altogether it appears 
that the forests of the country are subject to an 
annual drain of 59,750,089 acres, which would 
clear a wooded surface equal in extent to the 
area of ail the New-England States, together 
with New-Jersey and Maryland, It may well be 
inguirea how long the forests can endure this 
drain, how long the country can bear this rapid 
destruction of the most important material ele- 
ment of its prosperity.

It may be questioned whether the in- 
gtructions of the Chicago Tribune to its 
correspondents to get the views of mer- 
wchants, farmers, and bankers ‘‘ concern- 
ing the intended war of Wall-street 
on silver money” were exactly candid. 
There is an assumption in the inquiry 
which certainly did not court an opinion 
in favor of the suspension of silver 
coinage. Yet that seems to be very decid- 
edly the bent of the opinions expressed 
by the men interviewed in the va- 
rious parts of the country. There are 
some qualifications and reserves, and 
tere are a few cases of absolute dissent, 
but the great body of the men whose 
views were sought are for the suspension 
of the coinage. If silver should dropa 
penny an ounce before Congress meets, as 
it easily may, there would be a majority 
in that body in favor of stopping the coin- 
age. 








Not long ago Vice-President HENDRICKS 
mwas urging the President to remove Sur- 
geon-General HaMILToN, of the Marine 
Hospital Service, and to put a Louisville 
dovtor in his place. At the same time ex- 
Senator McDonaLp and the Hon. WILL- 
yaM H. ENGLISH were asking that Dr. 
HAMLUTON should make way for an In- 
dianapolis druggist, who has the addi- 
tional qualification of being Mr. ENGLISH’s 
son-in-law. Now Mr. HENDRICKS has 
withdrawn his candidate. He has changed 
his mind. He thinks Dr. HaMILTON 
ought not to be disturbed. Perhaps he has 
discovered that the President prefers the 
Indianapolis druggist, if he must go out 
of the service to find a Surgeon-General. 
At all events the Vice-President will con- 
tinue to oppose Mr. ENGLIsu’s son-in-law. 
Dr. Haminton has handed in his resigna- 
tion in order that the field may be clear 
for the President, but we do not see why 
it should be accepted. All agree that he 
is an excellent officer. He has risen to 
this important position by promotion, and 
has had long experience in the service. 
Why should he not be retained? If he 
must go his place should be filled by pro- 
motion, and not by the appointment of 
yome person taken from civil life. 








In so far as the protection of their labor- 
ers goes, the behavior of the officers of 
the Union Pacific at Rock Springs is sat- 
isfactory. What is not satisfactory is the 
apparent failure of everybody concerned 
to see that public justice has any claims 
to be answered. The murder of nearly a 
score of Chinamen is not an event to 
be passed over, even in Wyoming, as 
@ mere incident of a strike. The mur- 
derers are well known in the place. No 
doubt abundant evidence against them 
pould be secured. The only intimation. 


of any action to be taken against them is 
the awful threat that if they do not leave 
the place within a week they shall be 
compelled to pay their own fares, To 
offer a murderer a free pass from the 
scene of his crime is perhaps the mildest 
form of retribution ever executed or 
threatened by the Government of a civil- 
ized nation.

The Evansville Courier informs Vice- 
President HENDRICKS, Senator VOORHEES, 
and Mr. McDonaLp that they are old 
fogies and ought to stand aside and let the 
Indiana Democracy have the benefit of 
younger leaders and new ideas. ‘ The 
disenthralled Democracy,” says the Cou- 
rier, ‘‘revived and triumphant, looking 
forward with better aspirations, must 
have new leaders if it would realize its 
true destiny.” This is good preaching, 
but it will fail in practice, Political 
leaders rarely retire on invitation. 
They must be pushed aside. If the 
Indiana Democracy is to “ realize” its 
destiny in the manner indicated it will be 
because young men press boldly to the 
fore and wrest the leadership from the old 
fogies by force of superior skill and tal- 
ents or of sounder principles. The Re- 
publican Party in this State has a hun- 
dred or more leaders whom it could well 
spare, and times without number they 
have been invited, yea, urged, to retire to 
the lumber room and be added to the an- 
tiquities of the party, but they are all at 
Saratoga to-day, working like beavers to 
save the party, the State, and the coun- 
try by getting the nomination for their 
“man,” 











If it be true that the Dominion Secre- 
tary of State, who is now in Paris, is 
urging Frenchmen to work for RIEL, his 
opinions concerning the convicted revo- 
lutionist have recently undergone a 
change. In his letter to the French Ca- 
nadians of Fall River last June he de- 
nounced RIEL, declaring that he had com- 
mitted a great crime, for which he must 
suffer the just punishment. ‘‘ What he 
has done,” wrote Mr. CHaPLEAD,,‘‘is a folly 
which even pity cannot excuse, and which 
the law should visit with the same sever- 
ity as would be visited upon malicious 
premeditation.” 





Alderman STERLING’s ‘‘friends” are doing 
him a questionable service by proclaim- 
ing that, although he does without doubt 
hold a controlling interest in a groggery, 
‘‘he has done no work behind the bar for 
a year or more.” The political signifi- 
cance of the Alderman’s appointment as 
Weigher lay in its recognition of the 
whisky-selling element of the party. This 
element will no more be appeased by the 
appointment of an Alderman who is a 
mere capitalist, and who looks on with 
haughty superiority while his mortgageor 
mixes drinks, than it would be by the 
appointment of a wholesale liquor dealer 
or of an importer of champagne. The 
Jeffersonian enthusiasm of the horny- 
handed and practical bartenders will not 
be excited by the elevation of a man who 
‘*a year or more ago” shook the sawdust 
of his saloon from his feet and wiped 
from his hands the traces of his voca- 
tion on the bar towel. This is no ade- 
quate recognition of the service of the 
bartenders to the cause of reform. 








There is gratification in finding other 
people as much given to foolish ‘‘sensa- 
tions” as ourselves. The demonstration 
in honor of Mrs. WELDON, if it had been 
carried out as was at first proposed upon 
her release from prison, would have been 
as ridiculous as anything with which the 
New-York public can be charged, This 
design was frustrated by the sensible 
action of the authorities in letting her 
out quietly the night before her 
term expired. The scheme for the 
meeting yesterday in Trafalgar-square 
was scarcely less absurd. Inasmuch as 
Mrs. WELDON is known only as a sharp- 
tongued, unbalanced, and extremely liti- 
gious person, it is hard to see upon what 
ground the London populace delights to 
honor her. The admiration must be sim- 
ply a patriotic emotion, upon the ground 
that the person with whom she has most 
conspicuously quarreled is a French com- 
poser, and therefore necessarily in the 
wrong. 








ONE DAY’S WORK. 

The Republican Convention at Saratoga 
yesterday listened to a trumpery speech 
from Senator WARNER MILLER, its tem- 
porary Chairman, completed its organiza- 
tion, took one ballot for a candidate for 
Governor, and hastily adjourned until 
this morning. 

We can easily understand that the re- 
sult of this single ballot alarmed the in- 
numerable managers of the convention 
and suggested the propriety of an im- 
mediate adjournment as a measure 
of prudence. The convention of 1885 
is a large and unwieldy body. 
the enlargement of the party’s rep- 
resentation in the convention and the 
novel political conditions under which it 
meets disconcert the leaders and put them 
to their wits’ ends to devise plans that 
will work. It was not so in the old days, 
when Mr. CoNKLING or Mr. ARTHUR used 
to ‘‘capture the convention.” 

Whether this convention will set before 
its party a strong and inspiring ticket or 
sink to the level of its machine-ridden 
predecessors cannot be foretold. Notwith- 
standing its high general character there 
are men in it who care not at all whether 
the nominee for Governor be a man of 
good standing or whether he be ac- 
ceptable to the party at large. Their 
chief solicitude is that he shall be the 
man they have for personal reasons 
decided to be best fitted to lead the party 
this year. The success of the Republicans 
of New-York in the coming contest de- 
pends chiefly upon the success or failure 
of these gentlemen and their supporting 
cliques. We trust that the convention’s 
good sense will prevail over their selfish 
ambitions. 

We trust also that the convention will 
have intelligence enough to see that the 
Republican Party in the State of New- 
York cannot elect its candidate for Gov- 
ernor this year on the strength of Senator 
WaRNER MILLER’s assertion that the dan- 
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South and that the Administration is 
about to compromise with Mr. WARNER 
upon the silver question. 








A SIGNIFICANT ACT, 


The suspension of Weigher STERLING 
is a notice to the Democratic Convention 
that the Administration is not affected by 
the attitude of those members of the party 
who are hostile to the reform of the civil 
service. Itis evenmorethan that. Itisa 
warning that if any politician or band of 
politicians have made bargains to promote 
their ends, in which the distribution 
of Federal offices is counted on to 
aid them, they will be disappointed. 
We do not, of course, assume that 
the suspension of STERLING is equivalent 
to a dismissal. It would be unfair to 
the President and to Mr. MANNING to as- 
sume that they have made up their minds 
what will be the result of the inquiry 
they have ordered. But it is plain that 
the inquiry is to bea searching one. If 
it were not to be so, the man would not 
have been suspended while it was going 
on. <A sham investigation, which was 
intended to change nothing, would not 
have been preceded by action which is 
extremely significant. 

Without in any way anticipating the 
action of the Secretary and the President, 
we may say, knowing the facts that must 
be brought to their attention, that, having 
cleared the situation by STERLING’s sus- 
pension, they are not likely to make 
it worse again by reinstating him. An 
investigation, whatever representations 
Messrs. BEATTIE and HEDDEN may make, 
must bring out the fact that the appoint- 
ment was not only partisan but faction- 
al, that it was made to advance the 
schemes of a particular candidate for 
the nomination for Governor and of 
the men who are backing or push- 
ing him, and that it was expected 
that to reach this end an important con- 
cession would be made with reference to 
Brooklyn politics as well. The whole 
thing was a ‘“‘ deal,” with the customary 
complex features of a “‘ deal,” with which 
the public service had little to do, civil 
service reform just as little, and the rep- 
utation and dignity of the Administra- 
tion, which is pledged to the reform, noth- 
ing at all. Itis quite proper that the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury should institute an 
inquiry in the matter, but Mr. DANIEL 
MANNING, in his personal capacity, does 
not need to be told what was the real 
chaructér of the whole transaction. 

It is these facts which make the act of 
the Administration in suspending STER- 
LING of such significance,and an act of such 
remarkable courage and loyalty. Within 
two days of the convention in which a 
large part of the fruits of the Sterling job 
were to be gathered, and with the knowl- 
edge that these fruits were to come into 
the hands of men who claim to be the 
special friends of the Administration, the 
job is ‘‘dished.” Whatever the inattent- 
ive observer may think of such a policy, 
its meaning will be beyond all doubt clear 
to Boss MCLAUGHLIN and HvBERT O. 
THOMPSON and Surveyor BraTTie and 
EpwaRD CooPER. Even Collector Hep- 
DEN, in his muddle-headed way, will begin 
to realize that something has happened. 
For him indeed we are free to confess that 
we feel something akin topity. He is not 
a knave. He is not bright enough to 
be one if he wanted to be. He has the 
idea of many a silly business man that 
‘practical politics” is a mystery, known 
only to professionals, and that men who 
had got him a fat salary and an enviable 
position could be trusted to guide him in 
his political course, And he had learned 
so poorly the part he was to play; there 
has been such an awkwardness in his re- 
cital of the stories about ‘‘a routine mat- 
ter,” an affair that does ‘‘ not concern the 
public,” and all the rest of the nonsense 
with which Mr. BeattTiz had stuffed him, 
that it is touching to realize the amaze- 
ment with which he has discovered that 
it would have been easier as well as more 
decent for him to be honest from the start. 

We trust, and we expect, that the sus- 
pension of STERLING will be followed by 
an interpretation of the civil service law 
from the President, requiring the place to 
be filled by competition. That would be 
the natural result of a candid considera- 
tion of the law and the facts. And then 
we hope that the President will make his 
appreciation of the situation still clearer 
by dismissing Messrs, BEATTIE and HeEp- 
DEN, and putting in their places two Dem- 
ecrats sufficiently loyal to their party to 
respect the pledges of its President. 








CANADIANS IN NEW-ENGLAND., 

The announcement that the Roman 
Catholic Archbjshop of Boston has de- 
termined to appoint a French Canadian 
priest to a parish in Fall River is of more 
importance than at first appears. The 
Bishop of the diocese in which Fall River 
is situated insisted upon appointing an 
Irish priest, and it is from this decision 
that the congregation has appealed to the 
Archbishop, with the result of securing a 
reversal. 

It may be assumed that the Archbishop 
would have preferred to appoint an Irish 
priest, but that his discretion is greater 
than that of his suffragan. The dispute 
that has been referred to him for adjudi- 
cation is an appearance in the ecclesiastic- 
al field of a change that is affecting pow- 
erfully the social life of New-England. 
The change has been especially marked 
in the manufacturing communities. In 
such towns as Fall River and Holyoke 
the French Canadians have nearly shoul- 
dered out the native American operatives, 
who a generation ago impressed foreign 
observers by their superiority to any 
persons engaged in similar occupations 
elsewhere. They have crowded the Irish 
very hard, and they form a much more 
intractable element in the social problem. 
Where they constitute an appreciable 
part they constitute much the most 
physically degraded part of the ‘“ tene- 
ment house population.” Their dwellings 
are the despair of sanitarians and them- 
selves the despair of social philosophers, 
Nor is there any prospect of an im- 
provement. They are the Chinese 
of New-England inasmuch as_ they 
seem rarely to strike root in our 
soil. Whatever may be the fate of the 
Irish immigrant, there is always the hope | 


that his children and his grandchildren 
may be assimilated with the native popu- 
lation. He himself has at least come with 
the intention of remaining. His interest 
in the land of his birth is chiefly senti- 
mental and is expressed in occasional con- 
tributions to the emergency fund. But 
even if the French Canadian leaves his 
bones here his thoughts all lie beyond 
the Canadian border, and hecannot be 
brought to take any interest in the 
life around him of a community in which 
he regards himself as merely a sojourner. 
He maintains his own churches and no 
schools, Add to this feeling of alienism 
that he is absolutely unenterprising, and it 
becomes evident that he must be a trouble- 
some element in the population. Al- 
though he presents himself as a problem 
mainly in manufacturing towns, he has 
invaded the agricultural districts also in 
great numbers, though here he appears 
more often in the character of an avowed- 
ly migratory laborer at harvest and other 
seasons when labor is in unusual request. 

Whatever were the motives of the 
Bishop of Fall River, there is little 
doubt that the effect of the action he 
proposed, if it were adopted as part of the 
systematic policy of the Roman Catholic 
Church, would be to make the French 
Canadians better citizens than they will 
be made by following their own devices. 
In the absence of schools and news- 
papers the church is the one civilizing 
influence that can be brought’ to 
bear upon people in their position. 
Even the Roman Catholic Church has 
not been able to erase national differ- 
ences. An Irish priest in charge of a con- 
gregation composed mainly of French Ca- 
nadians would necessarily detach them 
more or less from their clannishness. The 
mere fact that his sermons were deliv- 
ered in the English language would be 
good for them. Their own priests, on 
the other hand, would find their pastoral 
authority strengthened by encouraging 
the ignorant isolation to which their flocks 
are already too much given. 











TWO ELRERORS. 

Our esteemed contemporary the Com- 
mercial Advertiser has fallen into two 
errors, and it gives us pleasure to correct 
them. It assumes that the independent 
Republicans have been trying to create a 
new party. Nothing could be further 
from the truth. The independents can 
exercise their extremely valuable function 
in this Republic without the creation of a 
new party. They care very little about par- 
ties, new or old. For good administration 
and honest men in office they care much.

Moreover, THe Times has been often 
cheered and encouraged by the assurances 
of prominent Republicans that they re- 
gret not having come over to its side last 
Fall to breathe the pure air of independ- 
ence and enjoy its triumph. 








THE TURKISH QUANDARY, 

The Porte has now a perplexing prob- 
lem presented to it—a problem that recalls 
the one it undertook to solve in 1877, 
with results to itself so disastrous. The 
revolution in Roumelia, though hitherto 
bloodless, has led to unquestionable in- 
fractions of the treaty of Berlin. No 
doubt Prince ALEXANDER, in assuming 
sovereignty over ‘‘South Bulgaria,” as he 
quietly rechristens Eastern Roumelia, 
does so, as his proclamation announces, 
in accordance with the wishes of its en- 
tire population, except the deposed Gov- 
ernor-General, GABRIEL Pasha, and some 
other officials. But whatever the pop- 
ular ardor for annexation to Bulgaria, 
the treaty of July, 1878, recognized 
Eastern Roumelia as an integral part 
of the Turkish Empire, though with 
administrative autonomy. Prince ALEX- 
ANDER’S act in confirming STRAUSKY, the 
provisional Governor who had been set up 
at Philippopolis, was a violation of the 
treaty, as are his measures to punish op- 
ponents of the new sovereignty he assumes, 
The Porte is entitled by treaty not only to 
political but to military authority in Rou- 
melia, garrisoning and fortifying all its 
frontiers if necessary, although the pub- 
lic peace is to be preserved by native and 
local constabulary and militia. Yet we 
now see the Roumelian militia mobilized 
for junction with the Bulgarian Army, 
many Russian officers being found in both, 
and Prince ALEXANDER’S troops have oc- 
cupied the Balkan passes. 

But while these gross violations of the 
Berlin treaty would justify Turkey in 
marching its army into Eastern Roumelia 
and restoring its authority, it has re- 
mained for several days ina dilemma, It 
finds treaty stipulations on one side and 
fears that the sympathy of Christendom 
ison the other. There were grave rea- 
sons, too, for the Porte to suspect Russian 
and possibly Austrian complicity in the 
affair. The conference of the Czar and 
Emperor Francis JOSEPH at Kremsier, 
and the long conference, afew days after, 
of Prince ALEXANDER of Bulgaria with 
M. DE GIERS, are too recent not to arouse 
Turkish suspicions of complicity. The 
Porte, too, can imagine reasons enough 
for the secret hostility of Austria and 
Russia. The former may hope, in case of 
a general war, to secure absolutely Bosnia 
and Herzegovina, while Russia, which 
may have a special desire to interrupt or 
complicate the pending Anglo-Turkish 
negotiations of Sir Henry DrumMonp 
Wotrr, has certainly a general purpose 
of driving the Turk across the Bosphorus 
and taking his place. 

Turkey, however, probably suspects 
‘Russia rather than Austria, as the union 
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been the policy of the former and not of 
the latter power. Thus the hilarity of St. 
Petersburg over the annexation and the 
irritation of Vienna are both likely enough 
to be genuine. Bulgaria is already so 
thoroughly Russian in sympathy and in- 
fluence, partly through gratitude for the 
country that gave it freedom and partly 
through material interests and _ inter- 
course, that the addition of Roumelia to 
it would be only less than an equal addi- 
tion to Russia’s own territory. But Aus- 
tria’s interest is not that of seeing a con- 
solidation of Bulgarian power on the Bal- 
kan peninsula, with Prince ALEXANDER 
accepted as sovereign. 

Yet even if Turkey acquits Austria of 
secretly forwarding a project hitherto 
against her policy through hope of gain- 
ing Bosnia and Herzegovina as her reward, 
even if she acquits Russia also of officially 
instigating the revolt, and accepts the 
Kremsier, Skierniwice, and other confer- 
ences as fortuitous coincidences, still she 
has had reason to hesitate. The very sup- 
position that the rising has been purely 
local, not originating beyond the borders 
of the two countries involved, has grave 
suggestions of its own. Why should not 
other surprises occur, and other move- 
ments as dangerous? While the single 
Turkish army corps now at and around 
Adrianople, reinforced by a like body of 
troops at and near Constantinople, could 
easily disperse Prince ALEXANDER’S com- 
bined militia forces and hold the line of the 
Balkans, the first move of this sort might 
stir up a general uprising in the peninsula 
to aid the Roumelians, and Macedonia 
and Albania might be in arms. 

Turkey’s last war took from her more 
than half the area in Europe absolutely 
dominated by her, and nearly one-half the 
population. She may well pause before a 
contest that might lead to further dis- 
memberment. Her first clear step, how- 
ever, would seem to be that of calling 
upon all the powers that signed the Berlin 
treaty, for their sakes no less than her 
own, to authorizeand aid her to prevent 
its stipulations from being trampled under 
foot.

THE RUSSIAN IMPERIAL TRAIN, 
From the London World. 

The carriages which are used by the 
Queen when traveling long distances are com- 
fortable enough to satisfy the most exacting 
passenger, and the imperial train of thelate 
Emperor Napoleon used to be considered a 
miracle of luxury; but the latter was not good 
enough for the late Czar, who purchased it, and 


it was improved and altered and refurnished out 
of recogniiion before it was pronounced fit for 
use in Russia. The English saloons sink into 
utter contempt when compared withit. This 
train, which is always used by the Emperor and 
Empress for long journeys, carried them to 
Kremsier and back. There are 16 carriayes, of 
which the tirst is a kitchen, and then come one 
for police agents, one for the military suite. three 
for members of the household. and two for the 
imperial family, each Grand Duke having an 
entirely separate compartment, which can be 
fitted for either day or night use.

MUSIC AT WORCESTER, 


A SOMBRE OPENING FOR THE ANNUAL MUSI@ 
FESTIVAL, 


WORCESTER, Mass., Sept. 22.—The first 
concert of the Worcester Music Festival thig 
afternoon opened with a fine performance of 
Beethoven’s dramatic Leonore overture in C. 
The orchestra consists of only 58 pieces, but the 
artists are well selected and the body of tone 
seems ample for the hall. The concert on the 
whole was of a very sombre character, altogeth. 
er too muck prominence being given to Freder- 
ick Archer and hig organ playing. Ry some- 
body’s diunder the orchestral parts of Guil- 


mant’s organ symphony did not arrive, so that 
Mr. Archor piayed it without accompaniment. 
He did it admirabiy, but be spoiled its effect later 
on by playing the threadbare’ Storm Fantaisie,” 
by Lemmens. The chorus was not given 
a@ chance until the jast number on the 
rogramme, which was Handel's ** Utrecht Jubi- 

ate.” The chorur consists of a few over 500 
singers, seated in amphitheatre fashionfon the 
stage, upon each side of the organ. It 1s tolera- 
bly well balanced, although there is the custom- 
ary weakness in tenors noticeaole in every vol< 
unteer chorus. The altosand basses are particu- 
larly good, The performance of the ** Jubilate” 
was thoroughly enjoyable. The chorus showed 
familiarity with the text and obedience to 
the baton of the director, although at 
times it seemed to lack the confidence 
in attack which a_ professional chorug 
would have. The voices are well selected, and 
the quality and quantity of tone is admirabie, 
The solo parts in the ** Jubilate” were sung by 
Mrs. Belle Cole, Mr. George W. Want, and Mr. 
James A. Metcalfe. Mrs. Cole sang well, the 
others only passably. The other numbers on 
the programme were the aria, “In Native 
Worth,” from Haydn’s “Creation,” by Mr, 
Want; the recitative and aria from Handel's 
** Semele,” by Mrs. Cole, and Schumann’s “Twa 
Greradiers,” by Mr. Metcaife, the latter to piano 
and organ accompaniment. Mrs. Cole showed 
dramatic power and expression. Mr. Want has 
a pleasing tenor voice, and sang correctly, but 
without much force. 

The evening concert opened with the Men-« 
delssohn overture, ‘‘ Mejusine,” in which the 
orchestra scored another success. Smart's 
“Bride of Dunkerron,” which occupied the re- 
mainder of the evening, received its first per- 
formance in this country at last year’s Worcester 
Festival. It was repeated this year by general 
request, and last year's soloists—Emma Juch, 
George J. Parker, and A. E. Stoddard—were re- 
engaged. Thechortis faults noted this after- 
noon were repeated, the sopranos and tenorg 
showing weakness, and the former a tendency 
to flat. Mlle. Juch and Mr. Stoddard did ex-« 
ceptionally well, but Mr. Parker was a disap« 
pointment, as his voice lacked strength and 
flexibility. 


LIBELING CANADIAN TROOPS. 





MR. SHEPPARD OF THE TORONTO ‘* NEWS” 
IN HIS OWN DEFENSE, 

Montreat, Sept 22.—The testimony in, 
the case of Mr. Sheppard, charged with having 
libeled the Sixty-fitth Battalion in bis paper, the 
Toronto News, was concluded to-day. Sergt. 
Neilson, of the Toronto Grenadier Guards, was 
the principal witness. He acknowledged having 
made the charges against the Sixty-fifth, but 
only gave them as hearsay. Other witnesseg 
proved that Neilson had said that every French- 
manin the regiment from the Colonel down 
ought to be court-martialed, and that he had 
said he was afraid to come to Montreal, as he 


feared he would be killed like Hackett, the 
Orangeman. Mr. Sheppard pleaded his own case, 
He madeasharp attack on Major Dugas, and 
by his manner expressed the utmost contempt 
forthe court. He was hissed at times by the 
large crowd of Frenchmen who filied the court, 
but the Judge took no notice of it. Intense ex- 
citement was caused by Mr. Sheppard saying he 
had gone over the ground himself and tound 
that there was a certain amount of truth in the 
charges. Mr. Davidson, the Crown Prosecutor, 
objected to Mr. Sheppard producing any proofs 
or speaking of the truth of the article. The 
court ordered Mr. Sheppard not to touch uponthe 
truth of the articie at all, but that gentleman 
the next moment dritted back to the sub- 
ject, and said he had with him affidavits 
made by persons in the Northwest as _ to 
the bad conduct of the Sixty-fiftn. ‘* Major Du- 
gas,” continued Mr. Sheppard, “is persecuting 
me to win a little cheap glory for himself. The 
chivalrous Major was here when a battle was 
being fought in the Northwest. He was here 
because he could not stay away. He left the 
Northwest just as a battle was coming on. That 
was astrange coincidence. The gallant Major 
had palpitation of the heart, which was not sur- 
prising in view of the circumstances. The two 
senior officers left the battalion at the same 
time. That did not happen witn the Ontario 
volunteers. Gentlemen, | am before you to de- 
mand justice. I don’t appeal to him for mercy. 
Iam not so degraded as to supplicate to such ag 
he.” Mr. Sheppard closed with an appeal for 
sumple justice. The court then adjourned until 
to-morrow morning. 

A little scene here occurred. Just as Mr. 
Kribbs, city editor of the News, was leaving the 
court the High Constable arrested him ona 
warrant charging him with having written the 
articles containing the alleged libel. He was 
taken before Police Magistrate Desnoyers and 
=—— not guilty. His trial was fixed for 

hursday afternoon. He was admitted to bail, 
himself in $200 and two Montreal press men in 
$100 each, The warrant was taken out by Capt. 
Robert, Adjutant of the Sixty-fifth. Mr. Kribbgs 
will at his trial file a plea to the effect that the 
articles were true and produce in evidepdée the 
affidavits held by Mr. Sheppard.

TRIALS PHYSICIANS HAVE IN SPAIN. 
From the London Times. 

The following extract from a lettet 
which has just been published in a Swiss paper, 
written by the wife of a Swiss merchant settled 
in Spain, besides giving a vivid idea of the con- 
dition of that unfortunate country, shows how 
much medical men and Government officers 
have to contend within their efforts to combat 
the plague that is working such terrible havoc 


throughout the peninsula: ‘The other day 
there died in a house not far from ours a 
widow, the mother of two daughters. She 
bad been suffering a long time from an 
affection of the chest, and shortly before her 
death a doctor was called in, who prescribed 
medicine and gave such directions for her treat- 
ment ashe thought necessary, This was ona 
Saturday night, and on the following morning 
the poor woman breathed her last. No sooner 
was this known than arumor went about that 
the medicine prescribed by the doctor contained 
poison, and was given to the widow in order 
that she might appear to have died of 
cholera. The elder daughter ran into the 
street like a maniac, shrieking ‘Scoundrel, 
scoundrel! where is the wretch who hag 
poisoned my mother?’ That was a terrible day 
for me, especially as Karl (the writer’s hus. 
band) was not here. A great crowd gathered 
before the house of the dead and ours, calling 
for the Judge, and threatening the doctor with 
death, Then the body was taken into the 
churchyard in order that it might be opened. 
Just think; some of the people (as was after- 
ward proved) killed a rabbit and said it had died 
after being given some of the physic prescribed 
for the widow. After the body was removed 
there came the Judge, and also the druggist 
who had mixed the medicine, to show how 
harmless it was, the druggist took at a draught 
all the physic left in the bottle. The doctor also 
testified that it contained nothing whatever of 
a hurtful nature, and was really no more than a 
refreshing drink. When the widow’s body was 
opened, moreover, it presented no choleraic 
symptoms whatever, but the lungs were very 
much diseased, and the cause of death waa 
proved beyond dispute to be consump- 
tion. The exvitement and uproar were, 
however, something terrible, particularly 
among tne lower classes. They persisted 
in believin that the woman had _ been 
poisoned, pos paraded the streets, declaring that 
they would force ail the doctors to drink their 
own physic, and most of the patients of Dr. An- 
tonio Espinosa, who prescribed for the widow, 
have thrown his medicine away, and he is bring- 
ing an action against the daughters for defama- 
tion of character. In the meanwhile the authors 
ities have recommended the doctors to prescribe 
only pills, the popular belief being that pills 
cannot be poisoned. This will give you som 
idea of what the people here are like.” 





“ MACBETH” IN FRENCH.

FEW DELEGATES THUS FAR ON THE GROUND 

—RUMORS OF A TAMMANY-COUNTY DE- 


MOCRACY DEAL 

SARATOGA, Sept. 22.—The Democratic 
Phalanx has received a slight reinforcement to- 
day, but the main body of delegates, with their 
camp followers, are not expected till to-morrow 
morning. Every additional arriva) adds volume 
to the Hill boom and confirms the confidence of 
his friends that he will be the successful candi- 
fate for Governor. State Treasurer Maxwell, 
who bas made a careful scrutiny of the field and 
pounted the noses of the delegates already 
vlected, says that Hiil is sure of 212, with- 
put counting any from New-York or Brook- 
lyn. Senator Jacobs, who came up from 
Albany this afternoon, confirms the report 
that the Brooklyn delegation will be solid, 
pr very nearly so, for Hill. Judge Monell, the 
leading Tammany delegate nowon the ground, 
pays that the vote of that faction, in his opir- 
jon, Will be also solid for Hill. A rumor has 
reached here that the Tammany chiefs have 
concluded a bargain with the County Democ- 


racy looking to an equitable distribution of the 
toils, botn Federal and municipal, which will 
tarry the delegates from the wigwam to the 
upport of Edward Cooper, but Judge Monell 
se, no such news has reached him, and he does 
hot believe it. In his opinion it iz neituer a 
present fact nor a future possibility. 

The Democratic Convention will be composed 


f 384 delegates, of whom 193 will be necessary 
oachoice. If Mr. Maxwell's canvass be correct, 
Hill can be nominated without the aid of New- 
York or Brookiyn. Allowing 25 per cent. for 
possible errors in his canvass, Hill would 
still get the nomination with the aia of Brook- 
yn, and without any support from Tammany. 
There is no ground, therefore, for reasonable 


Joubt that Gov. Hill will head the Democratic 


ticket, although a few of the County Democ- 
racy refuse to give up the fight.

equity. 

The Philadelphia, Wilmington and Baltimore 
claims to need all of the right of way in dispute 
for side tracks, and wants the court to order the 
Baltimore and Philadelphia Raiiroad to make a 
single span bridge, 130 feet long, across its right 
of way, instead of an iron trestie. It also wants 
the court to order that the same railroad com- 
pany shall not cross Fifty-eighth-street at grade, 
near its station, as it will greatly endanger the 
safety of passengers who get on and off at that 
station. It says that this can be done by lower- 
ing the grade six feet and raising the track eight 
teet, as was the original intention of the com- 
pany when the councils passed its charter. 

In the bill filed by the Baltimore and Phila- 
Selphia to have the matter determined it is al- 
leged that the complainant’s track will cross the 
old road at an elevation of not less than 20 reet; 
that until recently the old road had only iaid 


two tracks, and had constructed immediately to 


the west, at Fifty-eighth-street, a bridge which 
crossed over the road, with abutments only 97 
jeet apart, and with two rows of columns sup- 
porting the same. Notwithstanding this fact, 
however, it objected to the plan of the new com- 
pany for crossing by means of a bridge with 
abutments situated outsice of its lines of right 
of way and supported by four lines of iron 


columns running parallel with the centre line 
of the defendant’s road and giving a clearance 
way of six feet. The complainant avers that 
the defendant company has recently, in order 
to sustain a claim that the bridge should be con- 
structed with a single span of 130 teet, without 
support, excavated the ground and laid a num- 
ber of side tracks, some of which 
are not connected with its main 
tracke, while none of them can be ex- 
tended on account of the eng sighth-shenet 
bridge abutments. The bill further avers that 
the construction of a bridge with a span of 130 
feet would be entirely unreasonable. The court 
is therefore asked to enjoin the defendant com- 
pany from interfering withthe workmen of the 
complainant in the construction of their bridge 
upon the plan proposed. The court will proba- 
bly hear argument in the matter on Saturday.

SILVER COINAGE. 


HOW ITS CONTINUANCE IS REGARDED IN 
THE WEST AND SOUTH. 

Curicaco, Sept. 22.—The Tribune on Sept. 
15 instructed a large number of its correspond- 
ents in various parts of the country to each im- 
partially interview in his neighborhood “a 
prominent merchant, banker, and farmer,” with 
a view to getting the candid opinions of these 
gentlemen “concerning the intended war of 
Wall-street on silver money.” 

The interviews thus obtained will occupy about 
a page of the Tribune to-morrow morning. 
While some of these interviews reveal] the cus- 
tomary ignorance of the subject and give evi- 
dence of the prejudices which a discussion of 


the silver question seems never to be complete 
without, yet ina general way they indicate a 
concensus of opinion on one or two vital points. 
It seems to be agreed, in the firs$ place, that the 
compulsory coinage of silver, now provided 
by law, should be suspended, and secondly, 
there is a decided opinion in the South and West 
that the proposition to demonetize silver and 
return to asingle gold standard ought not to be 
tolerated. Some talk is ajso indulged in con- 
cerning the advisability of having the silver 
dollar “ worth a dollar,’’ Joseph F. Johnston, of 
Birmingham, Ala., President of the Alabama State 
Bank, holding that, and believing that its coin- 
age should be reguiated by what we call “sup- 
ply ’and demand.’ A Mobile banker says the 
people of that State desire the gold standard, 
‘and favorsa suspension of coinage. Arkansas 
men favor suspension and an honest dollar. The 
Tresident of the City National Bank of 
Denver favors suspension for two years. 
and a bimetallic uniqgn similar to the Latin 
union. Dakota men generally favor suspension, 
and so do Lilinois men, though the latter profess 
a good deal of liking for silver. The majority 
of the persons interviewed in Indiana are satis- 
fled with the present system. lowa people 
believe in silver, and would rather see the 
coinage continued than to see a gold standard 
established. In Baltimore there is a bitter dis- 
like to silver. Michigan prefers a double stand- 
ard, but would restrict the coinage of silver and 
improve the intrinsic value of the dollar. In 
Minnesota un honest dollar is wanted. Missouri 
favors suspension, but Nebraska holds opposite 
views. Ohio men want an bonest dollar, and 
favor suspension or restriction of the coinage. 
In Petersburg, Va., there is a demand for the 
repeal of the Bland act. In Wisconsin further 
coinage of silver dollars at present is deplored, 
but a liking for silver is evident. and a dislike of 
a wold standard equally apparent. 

There are, of course, in every State, and even 
in many sections, men who hold views on the 
subject which are diametrically opposed. In 
many cases an amusing ignorance of the whole 
subject is displayed, and in others an awful fear 
of New-York financiers. One man favors the 
use of silver because it is ‘“‘a product of the 
country."" Bankers generally are in favorofa 
suspension of coinage, and some want a goid 
standard. Merchants like silver and so do the 
farmers. It is easier to handle, they say, and in 
line with that idea an affection for paper money 
is more or less apparent. 


RUSKIN'S NAME.

If Mr. Ruskin does not see his Notes and 
Queries he will be interested to know that an 
etymological discussion is being carried on in 
that learned little print as to the derivaticn of 
“the name Ruskin.” “Is it not,’? says one cor- 
respondent, *‘a compound of rus = red (French 
roux) and the diminutive ending kin; and if so 
Ruskin would = little redhead. The French 
roux,” he goes on “was formerly written rus 
and rous (Littré,) and has given rise in English to 
the name Russell and to russett and in French 
to the diminutives used in names Rosset, 
Rossel, Roussel, and Rousselle, (whence our Rus- 
sell,) Rousseau, Rosselet, HRousselet, Rosselin, 
Rousselin,” &c, Another contributor to the 
discussion believes that Ruskin is only a cor- 
rupted form of Erskine. In the Scottish name 
of Erskine the ris trilled, and if from the old 
form Ariskine and Areskin (in which the name 
frequently occursin manuscripts) the initlal a be 
dropped, the name Ruskin appearsat once. Mr. 
Ruskin has had something to say about his 
name in various passages of his writings, and 
we shall hope soon to see the “ last word" on 
the controversy in his resumed autobiography.

A BIG STRIKE ENDED. 
~~. 
THE CLEVELAND ROLLING MILLS AGAIN AT 
: WORK. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Sept. 22.—The great 
strike that has prevailed at the Cleveland rolling 
mills for the past three months is practically 
over. This morning the crucial test came. The 
company had made the announcement that they 
would blow the whistle for the men to go to 
work the same as if no strike had ever occurred, 
and if the men did not return their places 
would be filled. The sensation at the mills 
when the whistle biew was an _ interesting 
one. About 1,000 of the men who were 
still holding out gathered at the gates. 
In their midst were a number of women with 
babes in their arms. The houses in the vicinity 
were covered with spectators who thought that 
a fight would take place and were determined to 
be ina place of safety. About 200 or 800 men 


passed through the gate into the works, A de- 
tail of police guarded the entrance, and no at- 
tempt was made to injure those who desired to 
work. Several who had gone to work yesterda, 
came out to-day and refused to return. This 
was considered an omen of good to the strikers, 
but it was discovered before long that a number 
who had been thought firm had slipped in and 
gone to work. In one of the mills there were 
more men ready to work than was needed, and 
they were told to go home, but that to-morrow 
they would be given places, 

A meeting of the strikers was held this even- 
ing, and it was the conclusion of the farsighted 
ones that the strike was overand a substantial 
victory won by the rolling millcompany. It 
has been feared by a number of the strikers who 
were members of the Amalgamated Association 
and Knights of Labor, thatthe Poles and Bohe- 
mians would not stand out, and their views have 


been verified, Although the Poles and Bohemi- 


ads don't belong to any of the labor organiza- 
tions they have received a great deal of assist- 
ance from both the Amaigamated ana Knights 
of Labor lodges. their tamilies have

ing he said: ** We feel very much pleased at 
the manner in which the men have responded 
to the call and gone to work. To-day more 
men applied for work than we could give places 
to. Ithink the strike is completely broken up. 
It is our purpose, however, to give the men 
employment. The different mills will be started 
up just as soon as business will warrant. It has 
been a long fight and we came out victorious. 
We made no concessions, but we will pay higher 
wages just as soon as trade permits.”

HEAVY MORTALITY AMONG YOUNG CHIL- 


DREN IN MONTREAL. 


MONTREAL, Quebec, Sept. 22.—Returns at 
the Health Office show that there were 27 
deaths from smallpox here yesterday, 4 in Ste. 
Cunegonde, 3in St. Jean Baptiste village, and 2 
in Cote St. Louis. The official statement for the 
week ending the 18th inst., published by the 
Health Department to-day, shows that during 
that time there were 184 deaths, 178 of the dead 
being Catholics and 6 Protestants. Of the Cath- 
olics 169 were French Canadians. Of those who 
died 163 were children under 10 years of are. 

Ata meeting of the Citizens’ Smallpox Com- 
mittee this afternoon there was a discussion 
ahout the necessity of compulsory vaccination. 
Alderman Gray said the French would rebel if 
force was resorted to. It was announced that 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Company had 
given up their proposed excursion to St. Je- 
rome to-morrow. The following resolution was 
passed : 

“That the meeting views with consternation the 
opening of the camp of military instruction near Mon- 
treal during the smallpox epidemic.” 

HAmILTon, Ontario, Sept. 22.—Michael 
Reddine, a young Irish laborer who came here 
from Montreal yesterday, was taken sick last 
evening, and to-day it was discovered that he 
had smallpox. He was removed to the hospital. 

A WELL KNOWN LAWYER DEAD. 

Cuicaeo, Sept. 22—During the National 
Democratic Convention last year Carter Har- 
rison made the statement that the Irish never 
bolted the Democratic ticket. ‘They do” cried 
amaninthe body of the building. Harrison 
repeated his statement, which was flercely dis- 
puted by the man on the floor. The talker was 
John Forsythe, a well known lawyer, business 
man, and Democrat. Mr. Forsythe died at his 
residence in this city this morning of a liver 
trouble. Had this disease not set in he would 
have probably been appointed Collector 
of Internal Revenue for this _ district. 
Mr. Forsythe was born in the North of 
Ireland and was 55 years old. He came to this 
country in his boyhood and spent the remain- 
der of his life in this State. He was for a time, 
when a young man, Pe ey in the office of 
the State Auditor and of the Secretary of State. 
Then he came to Chicago, read law, was admit- 
ted tothe Bar, made a fortune in real estate, 
lost most of it by the fire. and subsequently be- 
came again in good circumstances. He was a 
warm friend of the Rev. Dr. John Hall, of New- 
York, and leaves a widow and family. 








TRYING TO SAVE HIS CLERKS. 
CINCINNATI, Sept. 22.—It became known 
to-day that some irregularity existed in the ac- 
counts of Thomas P. Bariy, General Passenger 
and Ticket Agent of the Cincinnati, Washing- 


ton and Baltimore Railroad. Ata recent meet- 
ing of officers of the road and Mr. Barry’s bonds- 
men the matter was investigated, and, it is 
claimed to-day, the shortage of about $2,000 was 
found to bein the accounts of two clerks, for 
whose conduct Mr. Barry was responsibie. It is 
said he knew the clerks in question were behind 
in their accounts, but assisted them in keeping 
the matter concealed in the belief that they 
could make the amount good and thus be saved 
from disgrace. Atthe meeting referred to Mr. 
Barry, according to one of his bondsmen, 
squared the account, and his settlement was ac- 
cepted as satisfactory to all concerned. The 
story to-day, however, has been that Manager 
Stewart has asked for Barry’s resignation, At 
the company’s office information was refused as 
to the truth of this report. 





OUSTED FROM MEXICAN MINES. 

GALVESTON, Texas, Sept. 22.—A special 
to the News from Eagle Pass says: ** Confirmed 
reports have reached here of the confiscation of 
Las Cruces silver mines in the Carmen Mount- 
ain, Mexico, by Mexican troops upon a trum ped- 
up claim of a Mexican Sergeant antedating the 
claims of Owens, Stapps, Davis, and other 
Americans. The Sergeant producea his alleged 
claim and the Mexican soldiers dispossessed the 
American owners and took possession. These 
are the mines whose discovery about six months 
ago Jed to much excitement, as they yielded 107 
ounces to the ton. The chances are against the 
American owners again getting possession, as 
they are unable to litigate in the Mexican courts. 
United States Consul Pridgen, at Piedras Negras, 
is interesting himself in behalf of the American 
claimants, with the hope of restoring them in 
the mines.”

COUNTIES REPUDIATE THE NOMINA- 

TION MADE FOR CONGRESS, 

Ener, Ill, Sept. 22.—The Republican 
Convention for the Fifth Congressional District 
of Illinois was held here to-day and A, J. 
Hopkins, of Aurora, was nominated on 
the first ballot, to succeed the late 
Reuben Ellwood. The convention was un- 
expectediy a hot one, and _ resulted in 
a bolt which may cause considerable trouble.

The committee retired, and soon re- 
turned and announced that they found 
the 18 delegates from Kane, 10 from De 
Kalb, and 7 from Lake were entitled to 
seats in the convention. Permanent organiza- 
tion was effected by the 35 representatives of the 
three counties and then the 85 cast a formal bal- 
lot for Mr. Hopkins. He was declared the nomi- 
nee of the convention, and after listening to a 
speech from him the 3 delegates adjourned. The 
dissenting delegates from McHenry and Boone 
Counties got together at the Notting House and 
helda meeting. The nomination of an inde- 
pendent candidate was discussed, and the dele- 
gates reported that their counties were bitterly 
opposed to Hopkins. The delegates pledge 
the Republican vote of their counties 
to the support of any good man who 
might be named. Resolutions were adopt- 
ed charging that Hopkins was paid 
$2,000 for supporting Ellwood last Fall, and got 
a written piedge that he should receive the nom- 
ination at the next election, declaring that the 
nomination of Hopkins to-day ratified the 
trade, and calling another convention to be held 
in Elgin Oct. 6 to nominate a Congressman.

SPECULATION IN TICKETS. 


THE NUISANCE WORSE NOW THAN IT HAS 


EVER BEEN BEFORE, 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The theatre ticket speculation nuisance 
has assumed an epidemic form, and now rages in 
this city with greater violence than ever before 
known. The private agents of the box office, 
viz., hotel and sidewalk speculators, have be- 
come the tyrants of the managers. Several of 
these meek individuals not satisfied with selling 
their tickets at regular or rather advertised 
prices, for the irregular prices have now become 
regular, and with making from $350 to $600 for 
each performance, have been compelied to put 
the tickets for all their desirable seats into the 
hands of sidewalk and hotel agents, who add 
from 25 to 50 per cent. to the price of each ticket. 
The focal point and stronghold of this dishonest, 
corrupt, and disreputable nuisance is the Fifth- 
Avenue Theatre. It is quite impossible to get 
at the box office a decent seat in the auditorium 
of that establishment. Since oe peoeons run of 
**The Mikado” I have made six different applica- 
tions to the ticket sellers there, and each time 
have been told that a week or weeks ahead “ is 
all we can do for you,” and in every instance I 
was informed that I could get plenty of good 
seats “at any of the hotels.”” On the evenings of 
these unsuccessful applications I have visited 
the sidewalk in front ot this theatre, and in no 
instance have I found less than nine specu- 
lators in_front of the Broadway entrance, 
and on Friday evening, Sept. 4, I count- 
ed 13, seven in one row and six 
in the other, ranged each side of 
the door, faced inward,so that every person 
entering had torun through this double file of 
howlers and be annoyed by their ill-mannered 
importunities, It is quitesafe to assume that these 


sidewalk agents of from 9 to 18 control, say, 200, 


and the hotel dealers 300, offshe choice seats, and 
that they receive them with the knowleage, con- 
sent, and good will of the manager, who proba- 
bly shares in the excess received above the ad- 
vertised prices. If my memory serves me correct- 
ly,a tew years ago at least one interview with 
the present manager of the Fifth-Avenue The- 
atre was published in one of our we news- 
papers. He was reported as being strongly 
against speculation in tickets, but saw no way 
of preventing it. Since then he has evidently 
changed his mind, for to-day 1 amin receipt of 
a circular from him announcing a compliment- 
ary benefit to Sir Arthur Sullivan with a two- 
tifths adyance in charges for seats. This latter 
fact proves the highly complimentary character 
of this affair. A goodly number of dollars make 
a substantial foundation for a superstructure of 
apurely sentimental nature. The circular in 
question after pointing out the advantages of 
attending this particular performance ends 
with this notice, viz.: 

“Special notice is given that tickets for this evening 
will not be transferable by sale for profit, but wilit{pe 
issued on the distinct understanding that they sre used 
only by the purchasers or their friends. ftlolders of 
tickets found to have been purchased from specula- 
tors will be refused admittance,” 


Clearly Manager Stetson “ for this night only" 
will prevent speculation in his tickets, and why ? 
Because he openly charges about the same 
prices for admission which he may covertly re- 
ceive mpeg F The truth of the matter in rela- 
tion to this sidewalk business is that the managers 
are in g br ered with it, and probably share the 
profits with the speculators, If they are honest 
and sincere in their often asserted aversion to 
this abuse, why don’t they suppress it? Mr. 
Daly has pointed the way by posting notices 
in his vestibule and printing a contract 
on the back of his tickets to the effect 
that tickets purchased of speculators or 
on the sidewalk will not be received. 
Erroneously, 28 1 think, he still holds to the cus- 
tom of furnishing Tyson and others, pewsdeal- 
ers at hotels, with his best/seats. Notwithstand- 
ing his half-way halt, we must thank him for 
suppressing at his house the harpies found at 
others. There is no class of persons in a com- 
munity so completely dependent upon the good- 
will of the public as managers of theatres, and 
they ought to be made to feel that they cannot 
tweak the public nose with impunity. We have 
nothing to expect from city authorities. On the 
contrary, if they caninvent and lincense another 
abuse in the direction in question we may rely 
upon its consummation, as soon as the compensa- 
tion has been determined. There is no course left 
except for the theatregoing part of this com- 
munity to decide upon a manner of its defense 
against these extortions. As one of the suffer- 
ers 1 would suggest that a room be hired in 
some central location and a set of clerks em- 
ployed to send circulars to the known patrons 
of amusements, and othersin this olty, calling 
their attention to this abuse, and asking them 
to join in an agreement not to attend any place 
of amusement where ticket speculators are per- 
mitted, and to that end I will be one of any 
reasonable number to contribute toward the 
necessary expenses, and will give the whole of 
my time to the success of the amas aa

FRENCH NEWS AS MANUFACTURED. 
From the London Times. 
The Paris correspondent of the London 





| Times gives an account of the wayin which 


news is manufactured in Paris. He says: ** When 
the news is foreign and of international import- 
ance}the sensational journals publish long col- 
umns, dated from all the capitals of the world 
and bearing the latest possible dates, Thus we 
see, ‘Philadelphia, Sept. 8, 9:42 P. M.,’or‘ St. 
Petersburg, Sept. 6, 10:05 P. M.,’ or ‘ Herat, Sept. 
7, 4:32 P.M.,’and we take up the newspaper, 
count the lines, add together the prices of the 
telegrams, and with good reason are amazed, 
I calculated some time ago that one of 
these newspapers in one number had 
published a page of telegrams which could 
not represent less than £740; and at the same 
time I ascertained that its total exprenses for 
the month did not exceed £600, everything in- 
cluded. Of course I was utterly at a loss on de- 
tecting such a strange contradiction. Since then 
I have been able to explain the mystery. Dis- 
patches of the kind referred to are the cheapest 
and most convenient things possible. One of the 
editorial staff can supply all that is uired, and 
he can do it without leaving his desk. He secures 
some well informed English and German news- 
papers, which appear in the morning and reach 

aris in the evening. He adds to these a good 
atlas, and what more he requires he finds within 
himself—a due amount of self-confidence and a 
powerful imagination. He mixes the materials 
supplied from these sources, and manufactures 
dispatches which are startling in proportion to 
the rapidity with which they are thrown out. 
Thus, for instance, it was once announced that 
the English had abandoned Ismailia in the night, 
that. they had disembarked wagons, and had 
laid rails across the desert, and that the soldiers 
gotinto the wagons’ and reached Tel-el-Kebir 
before daybreak. There they had _sur- 
prised Arabi and his soldiers, who defended them- 
selves with heroic bravery, but were at last 
crushed. The conclusion of the telegram was as 
follows: ‘The English have won a great vic- 
tory. Arabiand his soldiers are in flight in all 
directions.’ Next day the reader of the news- 

aper learns that no battle has been fought. 

hree weeks, a month, six weeks pass. Then 
the battle of Tel-el-Kebir does take piace. There 
is, however, no abandonment of Ismailia, no dis- 
embarkation of wagons, no laying down of 
rails across the desert. Arabi and his 
troops make no _ heroic defense, The 
whole story that had been told was 
false from beginning to end. But what does 
that matter? The day after the battle an arti- 
cle appears. It runsthus: ‘ As we were the first 
to announce, the battle of Tel-el-Kebir has ter- 
minated ina victory for the English.’ Qn an- 
other occasion it was the death of Gordon that 
was announced, six months before it happened, 
and when the fatal news did come the editor 
wrote triumphantly: ‘Gen. Gordon has been 
massacred. Our readers will do us the justice to 
remember that we were the first to announce 
the death of this brave soldier.’ "

.COMMEMORATING THE SIGNING OF LINCOLN’S 
PROCLAMATION. 

VicKsBuRG, Miss., Sept. 22.—At the col- 
ored convention which assembied at Louisville, 
Ky., last Summer the proposition was made to 
select some day to be celebrated by their race 
commemorative of the signing of the eman- 
cipation proclamation by President Lincolu. The 
committee to whom this proposition was made 
decided upon Sept. 22 as the day for the celebra- 
tion by their people. The colored people of this 
city, desiring to inaugurate the movement in 
Mississippi, called for a celebration at King’s 
Grove, four miles northof this city, to-day. 
Excursion trains were run on the Mississippi 
Valley Road, and a number of excursionists 
arrived in tne early morning. 
P. M. excursions were run from the city to the 
grounds, conveying large numbers to partici- 


pate in the ceremonies. At 4 0’clock the people 
assembled under the forest trees near Sandy 
Bottom Church. A very enthusiastic, earnest, 
and significant meeting was had. he meeting 
was called to order by J. T. Montgomery. The 
following letter was read fromthe Hon. B. K,. 
Bruce, late Register of the Treasury: 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 17, 1885. 
GENTLEMEN: Your favor of Sept. 4 inviting me to 
address you on the approaching emancipation anni- 
versary in the city of Vicksburg has been received. 
Other imperative engagements preclude the accept- 
ance of the invitation that you have done me the 
onor to extend. The day you celebrate is the 
natal day of our race, and marks the advent of 
the remarkable facts and forces that introduced us as 
@ people into th 
highest civilizati 
memorate an event that was the forerunner and 
the earnest to us and our children of Ameri- 
can citizenship, and the day yon celebrate is 
indorsed by the benediotions it brought to an entire 
race, ‘I'he first duty that this memorial day suggests 
to the people more immediately interested in its cele- 
bration is the rightful and adequate appreciation of the 
grave obligation that the possession of great preroga- 
tives always devolves upon thos who _ receive 
Constitutionually clothed with the right of se!f- 
government, we must assume the responsibility 
to acquire the intelligence and to exhibit the patience, 
discretion, and moderation involved in the wise exer- 
cise of our great right. Contemplating the hopeful 
progress that we have made in civil and political life, 
believe that the American people will never find 
any just grounds to regret that we have been 
emancipated and enfranchised, and the best hopes 
and wishes that I can entertain or express for my 
race will be more than satisfied if by honest effort 
and brave fidelity to theirtrust they prove themselves 
equal to the opportunities and worthy of the privi- 
leges with which the great Republic has supplied tnem. 
Wishing you and the people you represent godspeed 
in every good work, Lam, gentlemen, very pospereraly,

Malingering is a subject which may welt 
occupy the attention of all medical men hold- 
ing public appointments.@Though a very’ old 
form of imposition, and‘in some varieties be- 
come so trite as to be nearly impracticable, it stil) 
maintains itself like a hundred other practices 
of dishonesty, acquiring new ruses as the old 
become famitiar. Unfortunately for truth, the 
revelation of tricks in which functional diseases 
are simulated is rendered more difficuit by the 
fact that a diseased condition may sometimes be 
actually induced and maintained without great- 
ly endangering the prospect of recovery. Some 
such varieties of illness while they last have al- 
most the aspect of collapse. Acute vomiting is 
anexample. The convict Williams, who lately 
evaded a ten years’ term of imprisonment by 
a pretense of ill health, appears to have con- 
vinced almost all about him that he was in ex- 
tremis. Perhaps bis iliness, though self-induced, 
was real. Equal desperation in resource has been 
shown by ordinary prison breakers in their ef- 
forts to escape.

CRICKET OUT IN THE RAIN 


—_—___.————- 
‘THE ENGLISHMEN DEFEAT THE 

ALL NEW-YORK ELEVEN BADLY. 

MANY LADIES WITNESS THE GAME IN 
SPITE OF THE WEATHER—A BALL AT 
THE PAVILION HOTEL IN THE EVENING. 

The second day’s play in the cricket 
match between the English amateurs and the 
All New-York eleven yesterday was productive 
of very fine play on the part of the visitors, but 
the home team showed up very badly. The day 
was anything but pleasant on the Staten Island 
ground, a heavy mist hanging over the waters 
of the Bay, causing the light to be anything but 
good for either batsmen or fielders. It also had 
the effect of keeping away a number of people, 
and hadit not been for the members of the 
Ladies’ Outdoor Amusement Club the fair sex 
would have had but a slight representation. 
They were out in good force, and it kept some 
of the good-looking Englishmen on the team 
quite busy in dancing attendance on them, 
After luncheon the rain came Gown steadily, 
but the on-lookers kept their seats, the terraces 
presenting a black fu ngus-like appearance from 
the number of umbrelias that were open. 

The Englishmen in the previous day’s play 
had made lll runs for 5 wickets, against the 66 
in New-York's first inning, and yesterday they 
increased the total to 267 before they were all 
disposed of. Of this number Newton, the 
wicket keeper, made 129 by magnificent free 
cricket, of which 88 were made in less than two 
hours before lunch of yesterday. He had eight 
bowlers opposed to him, and never gavea chance 
off oneof them. Horner and Whitby also ren- 
dered valuable assistance in increasing the score, 


Horner’s inning going a long way toward 
helping his desire to be thought a fine bat. With 

1 runs to get tosave a single inning, New- 

York went tothe wickets, but with the excep- 
tion of Tyers they made a miserable exhibition. 
He again played a steady cricketer’s game, only 
punishing the loose balis, taking no liberties 
with the really fine bowling. The Englishmen 
were anxious to finish the match, and fielded all 
through the rain. 

The eleven was placed the same as on Monday, 
except that Hill bowled in the place of Lamb- 
kin from the clubhouse ena.

Newton and A. J. Thornton the “ not-outs” of 
the previous evening, commenced operations.

WARD NOT CROSS-EXAMINED,. 


—_—>——_—_ 
“WARNER WILL STAND THE EXPENSE OF 
BRINGING HIM TO COURT AGAIN, 


The lawyers who aresstanding between 
William S. Warner's money and the clutches of 
Grant & Ward’s defrauded creditors argued be- 
fore Referee Cole yesterday that the real ques- 
tion at issue was not whether Warner had ob- 
tained money by fraud or whether he was cog- 
nizant of Ward’sswindling operations and closed 
his eyes to them while pocketing exorbitant 
rates of interest on money loaned, but whether 
or not Warner had been exacting usury. On 
this theory ex-Judge Ashbel Green informed the 


Referee and the numerous lawyers clustered 
sround him that $1,000 was just as potential in 
making out a case as many millions, and that he 
did not propose to let this fact be ‘* snowed in” 
by the vast accumulation of figures that had 
been called up during Ward's examination in 
the suit to recover money from Warner. 

After explaining some figures and accounts 
connected with his business operations Ward 
was turned over to Judge Green for cross-exam- 
ination. An a .to get admissions or de- 
nials from Ward about answers to questions 
asked more than ayear ago in quite another 
proceeding about his dealings with Warner re- 
vealed that Ward had forgotten all about it. 
The same questions were not repeated to him for 
an answer, but he was simply asked whether he 
remembered what answers he gave to them at 
that time. This over, Judge Green announced 
that,so far as Mr. Warner was concerned, he 
was going to stop forthe present. He was not 
ready for a cross-examination. The suit had 
been urgently pressed from the beginning by 
parties who desired Ward’s testimony, and Mr. 
Warner's counsel had not been able to look over 
the evidence suflicientiy to prepare tor a cross- 
examination. 

Judge Green sought to impress upon his hear- 
ers that he had no doubt of the result of the 
suit before the Referee. As regards the state- 
ments made before another tribunal, the news- 
papers, they would be met in the proper time 
and ina proper manner. So far as the question 
of duress was concerned, Ward might go from 
the court room without delay without any op- 

osition on Mr. Warner's part. But all this was 
eading up toa proposition that Judge Green 
had to make to the lawyers who had produced 
Ward asa witness. Instead of cross-examin- 
ing Ward at once he would take his 
chances on Ward’s willingness to come 
again at some future time and answer any gues- 
tions that might be put to him by way of cross- 
examination. Ward might use his own option 
in testifying as he had done from the beginning. 
If there was any expense in getting him down 
Ward's lawyers were williug to bear it. If Ward 
should decline to testify, then Judge Green 
would agree to let the direct testimony stand 
without any cross-examination. He would not 
move to strike it out. 

After a brief discussion this proposition was 
accepted and Ward went back to jail sure of a 
respite for at least another week. 





RESULT OF A DRUNKEN SPREE. 


WILLIAM MURRAY CUTS HIS THROAT ON A 
BARBED WIRE FENCE e 

Officer James F. Finnegan, of the Thirty- 
fifth Precinct, while on duty yesterday morn- 
ing in the neighborhood of Schrader’s Hotel, 
near Woodlawn Cemetery, discovered a man 
lying on the grass by a barbed wire fence bleed- 
ing profusely. Near him were three men, hope- 
lessly intoxicated and unable to utter a coherent 
sentence. The wounded man was taken at once 
to the Ninety-ninth-Street Hospital; the other 
men were arrested and taken to the Thirty-fifth 
Precinct Station House. It was subsequently 


discovered that the four men were employed by 
Superintendent Collins, at shaft No. 20, at 
Mosholu-avenue, of the new aqueduct, and 
their condition was accounted for by the fact 
that Monday had been pay day. Detective Will- 
jam H. Dakin and Capt. Peter Yule, of the 
Thirty-fifth Precinct, examined the spot where 
the wounded man was found. They discovered, 
— underneath the grass on which his 

ead bad rested, two spikes of barbed 
wire, each about an inch long. His injuries, 
which consisted of a slight wound on the side of 
the cheek and a cut across his throat about 
three inches long are thought to have been pro- 
duced by a fall upon the wire. The name of the 
injured man they ascertained to be William Mur- 
ray, and he was 34 years of age. The others, who 
were arrested, were Edward Duffy, 21 years old, 
of Forty-second-street and Eleventh-avenue; 
Hugh O'Donnell, 37 years old, of William’s 
Bridge, and Peter Flannery, 25 years old, of 
William's Bridge. They were arrested owing to 
the factthat they were with the man at the 
time he was found, and will be taken to-day to 
the Sixth District Police Court. A small pen- 
knife was found in O’Donnell’s clothes, but the 
officers of the Thirty-fifth Precinct think that 
Murray's wounds were undoubtedly the result 
of the barbed wire. The spot were he was found 
was within 100 yards of Schrader’s Hotel. Last 
evening his condition was very low. 





THE MAYOR WRITES TO THE JUSTICES. 

Mayor Grace yesterday sent a communi- 
cation to the Justices of the various Civil Dis- 
trict Courts in this city, in which he said: 

“A report lately made tome by the Commissioners 
ef Accounts upon the bureau of the Corporation At- 
torney in the Law Department has called public at- 
tention tothe administration of justice in the District 
Courts in cases involving breaches of corporation or- 
dinances in which the city is the party plaintiff. The 
evidence upon which the report is founded, though ex 
parte, demonstrates that there is at least a laxity in 
the methods which prevail in such cases which im- 
peratively calls tor change. In writing this letter to 

ou, however, in common with the Judges of the otner 

District Courts, 1 do not wish to assume in any way 
the right to question any exercise of such judicial 
discretion as you are lawfully possessed of in the dis- 
missal of cases. I simply desire to invite your co- 
operation and that of the Police Department in an at- 
tempt to secure to the city in ordinance cases what it 
is legally entitled to, and no more. It is, nevertheless, 
proper for me to ask you to note the fact that 
in their report (a copy of which is inclosed) the Com- 
missioners of Accounts claim that a large number 
of dismissals are based upon grounds which it will be 
hard to justify upon any theory of judicial] discretion. 
The practice of “reserving decisions,’ if it be a prac- 
tice as claimed, until after the expiration of eight days 
from the trial, thereby losing jurisdiction and causing 
the case to fail by operation of law, cannot certainly 
be successfully defended.

DANGEROUS FIRE IN GRAND-STREET.

Davis & Co., printers of the Hebrew Journal, on 
the second fioor, lose $200 by water, and Mora- 
tori & Gardella, printers of (1 Prugresso, on the 
same floor, lose a little more. cKee & Har- 
rington, makers of hobby horses, &c., on the 
first floor, lose $2,000 by water. About $2,500 
damage was done to the building, which is in 
the name of 8. Van Rensselaer Cruger.

GARROTED NEAR HIS HOME, 


ERNEST ROST’S EXPERIENCE WITH THIEVES 
WITH NO ONE TO HELP HIM. 

After buying his Sunday dinner at a 
grocery store in Greenwich-avenue, near 
Seventh-avenue, Saturday night Ernest Rost 
started for home. It was only a few minutes 
past 10 o’clock. He lived at No. 229 West Thir- 
teenth-street, near Eighth-avenue. Plenty of 
people were moving about the streets. No one 
was standing near Seventh-avenue and Thir- 
teenth-street as Mr. Rost was about to turn the 
corner, within sight of his own doorstep.

Mr. Rost heard a movement in 
these bushes, and before he could give the 
matter a thought he felt some one from 
behind grab him by the throat. He 
struggled, but the grip became tighter and 
tighter, until it seemed to him that he 
must choke. He tried to shout, but could not 
utter a sound. Another man, young and well 
dressed, Mr. Rost says, judging trom the brief 
glimpse he caught of him, came to the assistance 
of the other fellow and held Mr. Rost’s hands. 
He made one more effort to cry out and fell 
down insensible. How long he remained so he 
does not know. He is more than 60 years old, 
not very strong, and when he recovered con- 
sciousness he felt very badly shaken up. He 
saw people passing not far away, but no one 
came over to his side of the street. 

It did not take Mr. Rost long to discover that 
his watch and chain were gone and that his 
wallet, containing about $8, was taken from his 
pocket. A pocketbook buttoned inside his 
waistcoat, with $50 init, had not been disturbed.

RIFLEMEN AT CREEDMOOR. 


THE ‘‘PRESIDENT’S MATCH” LIKELY TO BE 
SHOT OVER AGAIN. 


The principal contests at Creedmoor 
yesterday were the * President’s Match” for the 
military championship of the United States and 
the Wimbledon Cup match at the 1,000 yards’ 
range. The competitors were instructed, ac- 
cording to the rules of the match, to shoot with 
United States service rifles, but in many in- 
stances the United States long range rifle was 
used, and protests were entered before the 
match was completed. Gen. Robbins, executive 
officer of the Fall meeting, decided that the pro- 


tests were in order, and the men who had shot 
with long range rities should be disqualified. 
The question will at all events be finally settied 
by the Executive Committee of the National 
Rifle Association, and it is very probable that 
the match will be shot over again. 

In the afternoon, toward the close of the 
Wimbledon Cup match, the rain pelted down on 
the marksmen as they fired away at targets a 
thousand yards distant and piayed sad havoc 
with their calculations. The match was open to 
all citizens of the United States, distance 1,000 
yards, 80 shots, any rifie within the rules, and 
any position without artificial rest. First prize— 
Tbe Wimbledon Cup, presented by the Natiouai 
Rifle Association of Great Britain to the National 
Rifle Association of America, to be competed 
for on conditions to be decided upon by the 
American Association, and to be held by the win- 
ner till the next Fall meeting, when it will be 
shot for on the same conditions. Fhe cup was 
won in 1884 by J. W. Todd, ot the New-York 
Rifle Club, who won the cup again yesterday by

When she met a long tow it was frequent- 
ly necessary for her to come toa full stop, and 
this would give the Stiletto an unfair advantage 
as, owing to her smaller size, she could turn 
about in much less time than ber rival. If the 
race was to be run it would be fairer to have it 
come off in open water, say in the Sound, and 
whenever the challenge was received the Ata- 
lanta would be ready for the race, where each 
boat would have the same chances.

THE GRANULATED RICE DECISION, 

The rice dealers and importers declared 
yesterday that the decision of the Treasury De- 
partment that broken or granulated rice should 
be allowed to be entered on payment of a duty 
of 20 per cent. ad valorem would really decide 


little or nothing, as it was not fair nor equitable 
and had been largely brought about by certifi- 
cates sent from Rangoon and not from a careful 
examination of the rice itself. Under the de- 
cision the'cargo imported by the Fowler Rice 
Company will come in at the lower rate, but the 
dealers say every similar cargo will have to go 
through a similar trial, as the decision is not at 
all definite in determining just what the gran- 
ulated rice is, The brewers are naturally pleased, 
as they will, if the decision stands, be ecabled to 
have the rice broken at the place of growth, and 
having the cargoes accompanied by certificates 
to that effect, enter the grain at the ad valorem 
rate of duty instead of the specific rate of 244 
cents per pound as now prescribed by the trailfi.’
